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PREFACE 



THE ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF THE LIBRARY 

The Bible House Library dates back to the year of the Society's foundation. 
On 17 December 1804, the Committee resolved to issue an appeal ' soliciting 
donations of Bibles, Testaments, or portions of the Scriptures, in the ancient 
or modem languages ' for the use of agents and members of the Society. One 
of the first to respond was Mr. Granville Sharp, who promptly sent in between 
thirty and forty volumes, including versions in Arabic, Dutch, ' Caledonian or 
Scotch Gaelic,' Gothic, Malabar, Mohawk, Hutter's Matthew and Mark in thir- 
teen languages, and a copy of John Eliot's ' Virginian Indian Bible.' This 
generous example was followed year after year by numerous benefactors, and 
a list of ' Donations to the Library ' has been a feature in each succeeding 
Annual Report. Among the donors occur such names as Mr. William Blair, 
Dr. Adam Clarke, the Bev. Joseph Hughes, the Bev. John Noble Coleman, the 
Bev. Dr. E. Henderson, Mr. James Thomson, the Bev. John Jones, Mr. George 
Stokes, General Colin Macaulay, Lord Bexley, Mr. Samuel Bagster, the Baron 
Silvestre de Sacy, Mr. Josiah Forster, Mr. Edward Dalton, and Prince Louis 
Lucien Bonaparte. The Library was also gradually increased by copies of new 
versions and editions published by the Society, and by gifts from other reli- 
gious, missionary, and learned institutions, at home and abroad. Besides 
printed editions of the Scriptures, the collection came to embrace a certain 
number of Biblical and other manuscripts, as well as numerous grammars, 
lexicons and philological works, chiefly for the use of the Society's translators 
and revisers. 

SABLIEB GATALOOUES 

The earliest printed list of the Library occupies fourteen pages after 

^ the title to Vol. I (1805-10) of the Society's reprinted Annual Beports, and 

^ enumerates some 450 volumes. The first catalogue proper was issued in 1822, 

y* in pamphlet form, and also appears as pp. 112-144 of the Annual Beport for 

^y^ that year. A longer list, filling 86 pages, was published in 1882. At length 

in 1855 Mr. George BuUen, afterwards Keeper of Printed Books at the British 

Museum, was commissioned by the Committee to prepare a complete Catalogue 
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of the Society's Library, which by that time had grown to about 6000 volumes 
in more than 150 different languages. Mr. Bullen followed the plan of the 
British Museum, arranging all printed editions of the Scriptures under 
(i) Complete Bibles in various languages, (ii) Old Testaments, (iii) Separate 
Parts of the Old Testament, (iv) Apocrypha, (v) New Testaments, (vi) Separate 
Parts of the New Testament. Under each of these headings the books were 
grouped in the following linguistic order : (a) polyglots, (b) original languages, 
(o) Latin, (d) English, (e) other languages in alphabetical order. 

THE FRY COLLECTION 

Since the publication of Mr. Bullen*s Catalogue in 1867, the Library has 
more than doubled in size, partly by the increase of missionary versions 
of the Scriptures, until it now includes books in over four hundred different 
languages and dialects. It has been further enriched by the acquisition in 1890 
of the unique collection of English Bibles which had been brought together by 
Mr. Francis Fry of Bristol. This embraced over 1200 volumes of the Scrip- 
tures in English, together with specimens of the principal editions in Welsh, 
Irish, Oaelic, and Anglo-Saxon, and represented many years of patient research 
and lavish expenditure. Regarding these books Mr. Bullen wrote : ' So im- 
portant a collection was, I have no hesitation in saying, never before brought 
together by a private individual ; and for English Bibles, I know of none any- 
where existing that can compare with it, whether in public or in private libraries.' 
Through the persevering zeal of Dr. William Wright, then Editorial Superin- 
tendent, this treasure was secured unbroken for the Library, at a cost of 6000/. 
The sum was raised by special contributions from friends of the Society, 
including mnniiicent gifts from members of Mr. Fry*s family. 

THE PRESENT CATALOGUE 

In 1899, in view of the Society's approaching Centenary, the Committee 
entrusted the present writer with the task of preparing a new Historical Cata- 
logue of the Bible House Library, and appointed Mr. Horace Moule to assist 
him in the work. In drawing up their plan, the compilers received valuable 
advice from Dr. Richard Garnett, C.B., Dr. W. Robertson NicoU, Dr. J. Hendel 
Harris, Dr. C. Hagberg Wright, and the late Rev. J. Gordon Watt. It was 
decided to confine the Catalogne to Printed Editions of Holy Scripture, 
reserving other books in the Library for separate treatment. Under each 
language-heading, all editions — whether complete Bibles, Testaments, or sepa- 
rate portions — are arranged in strictly chronological order according to their 
dates of publication. This method exhibits the history of Bible translation in 
any tongue, and has peculiar value as tracing the evolution of those missionary 
versions which the Society specially exists to promote. In order to make the 
sequence complete, we have endeavoured to note each vital link in the lineage 
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of a version, in its proper plaoe, enclosing between brackets such editions 
as are not represented in the Library. Commentaries are omitted, unless they 
contain a continuous text, which is then catalogued under its own language. 

The English section of the Library, from its unrivalled importance, 
demanded exceptional treatment. And it seemed not unfitting that the first 
volume of the British and Foreign Bible Society's Catalogue should be devoted 
to the Bible of the English-speaking race. The second volume, which is in 
preparation and will appear in 1904, enumerates editions of the Scriptures 
in all other languages, arranged in alphabetical order, with a prefixed list 
of polyglots. The Biblical Manuscripts in the Library, which include one 
important Greek palimpsest, will be noted in an Appendix to the second volume. 
An index of (a) translators and editors, (6) printers and publishers, and 
(c) places of printing and publication, will be added to each volume. Cross- 
references in the Catalogue have been made as complete as possible, and for 
this purpose a distinguishing number is affixed to each edition. 

We gratefully acknowledge the ungrudging assistance which we have received 
from many friendly helpers and critics, some of whose names appear in the 
Introduction to each volume. The publication of the Catalogue has been made 
possible by special gifts from generous successors of those who founded and 
built up the Society's Library without cost to its general funds. 

Only those who have compiled a Historical Catalogue can appreciate the 
labour which it entails. The main burden of collation and research has fallen 
upon my friend Mr. Moule. For some years he has devoted himself ardently 
and unreservedly to the task. And I rejoice to have this opportunity of placing 
on record that the credit for whatever has been achieved mainly belongs to him. 

Though we have striven after accuracy, it is impossible that we should 
have escaped errors, and we are acutely conscious how far ,this Catalogue falls 
below its ideal Yet the task has been a privilege, and the toil has brought 
inspiring compensations. He who sits in the Library of the Bible House 
and studies that unsurpassed collection of versions of one Book, realises 
how their sound has gone out into all lands and their words unto the ends 
of the world. Nay, he has vision of a spiritual multitude which no man can 
number, of all nations and kindreds and people and tongues, who cry with 
a loud voice, saying : — Salvation to our God which sitteth upon the thronCf and 
unto the Lamb,

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THE ENGLISH SECTION 



Fob reasons briefly summarised in the Preface, this Catalogue devotes an 
exceptional amount of space and attention to English editions of Holy Scripture. 
Of these books, the Bible House Library, since it acquired the Fry copies, 
possesses one of the most complete collections in existence. To give some idea 
of its wealth in this department, we may mention that the Library contains 
twenty-eight different editions of Tindale*s New Testament; five editions of 
Coverdale*s Bible, and nine of his New Testament ; four editions of Matthew's 
Bible ; two of Tavemer's Bible, one of his Testament, and four of the very 
scarce portions ; twenty editions of the Great Bible (including a complete set of 
the seven large editions 1589-41) ; ninety-seven editions of the Geneva Bible, 
besides twenty-three other editions of the Geneva Testament ; eighteen editions 
of the Bishops' Bible (a complete set), and twenty-four other editions of the 
Bishops' Testament. 

We realised accordingly that this section of our Catalogue demanded an 
entire volume. It will be seen that we have enumerated nearly a thousand 
separate editions of the EngHsh Bible, or some part of it, published before the 
dose of the eighteenth century. In order to exhibit the historical development 
as completely as possible, we have noted every issue of significance— even in the 
very few cases where such an issue was not represented in the Library. 

It lay outside our task to undertake serious original research into the problems 
connected with the genesis and growth of the English text of Scripture. We 
have attempted, however, to present, under each important version, a digested 
sommary of the results arrived at by the masters in this study, indicating our 
own conclusions on disputed points. Bishop Westcott's invaluable History of 
the English Bible is not likely to be superseded as an authority, but scholars 
will rejoice that a revision of it has been undertaken by Mr. W. Aldis Wright. 
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With regard to the bibliography, we have spared no pains to give full 
descriptions, including the register of signatures, of all early editions. In the 
case of later issues, sufficient details are supplied for purposes of identification. 
The description of each book is taken from a perfect copy — in the Library or 
elsewhere — which has been carefully examined and collated at first hand. 
Where no such copy was accessible, we have cited the description given by the 
best authority. But unless the contrary be stated, all the descriptions and 
collations represent independent work. The slight difiierences which so often 
occur between copies of the same edition of an early printed book compel 
bibliographers to consider each volume as a selection of sheets. If we could 
bring home to ourselves the conditions under which a primitive craftsman had to 
labour — ^above all, if we could spend a week in some sixteenth-century workshop 
and watch the actual process of printing there carried on — we might lay hands 
on the key to most of those typographical puzzles which delight the souls of 
modern collectors and perplex the compilers of catalogues. 

We have sought throughout to give prominence to facts which illustrate 
the life of the English Bible among the English people. The accessions of 
sovereigns are noted as a kind of landmark, sometimes of high significance. (See 
note on p. 59.) The story of the * Popish Pictures * (see p. 171) gives us a vivid 
glimpse into the conflict between the Puritans and Archbishop Laud. The rise 
of Puritanism is reflected in the practice of omitting to bind up the Apocrypha 
with many early seventeenth-century copies. Although it is not till 1640 that 
we find an English Bible which deliberately drops them out from its list of 
books, yet as early as 1615 Archbishop Abbot had forbidden any stationer to 
issue a Bible without the Apocrypha, under penalty of a year's imprisonment.* 
The prices paid for copies at difiierent periods have been recorded, wherever 
reliable evidence was forthcoming. (See Nos. 85, 45, 69, 89, etc. ; also pp. 264, 
408.) Under the date 1641 we have printed the scarce contemporary tract 
Scintilla (p. 189), which throws a flood of light upon the Bible-trade in the 
reigns of James I and Charles I. The evils of a Bible-monopoly receive further 
illustration from the immense contraband traffic in English Scriptures printed 
in Holland which was carried on throughout the seventeenth century. (See 
note on p. 194, and pp. 184, 188.) The Bible Society's success in multiplying 
and cheapening copies early in the last century has been summarised in a note 
(p. 818) under the date 1804. 

Our heartiest acknowledgments are due to the numerous Librarians and private 
collectors who have so readily answered enquiries respecting particular books in 
their keeping. We are indebted to the Marquis of Northampton, the President 
of the Bible Society, for a description of his famous copy of Coverdale's first 
Bible. The Bev. B« Lovett has permitted us to collate his unique copy of

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Taverner's octavo Testament of 1689. Our special thanks are recorded to the 
Library authorities at the British Museum, at Cambridge University, at St. Paul's 
Cathedral, at Lambeth Palace, and elsewhere, for their unvarying courtesy and 
kindness. Among those who have given us valuable criticism and counsel 
whenever appealed to, we are bound to mention Mr. A. W. Pollard, of the 
British Museum, and Mr. Charles Sayle, of the Cambridge University Library. 
Mr. C. R. Bivington and Mr. E. R. McC. Dix have respectively supplied special 
information in regard to members of the Stationers' Company, and the earliest 
English Scriptures printed in Ireland. Mr. Cyril Davenport has lent us 
his expert advice in describing embroidered and other bindings. Mr. W. Aldis 
Wright has not only allowed us to consult him on numerous points of difficulty, 
but has also generously placed at our disposal his notes on such editions as 
Erasmus' Paraphrase of 1549 and the Geneva Bible of 1560. Dr. James 
Hastings has kindly furnished us with advance proofs of certain articles in the 
extra volume of his Dictionary of the Bible. 

Some of the choicest volumes which Mr. Fry collected are discussed in 
monographs which he himself published, and many of the remainder contain 
descriptive notes in his own handwriting. A manuscript list of the whole 
Fry collection, giving extracts from these notes, was carefully drawn up by 
Mr. G. M. Clark, the veteran clerk of the Bible House Library, from whom 
we have received much willing and useful assistance. 

We have done our utmost to secure accuracy, by repeating collations, verify- 
ing references, and comparing the proofs with the actual copies described. But 
in such a catalogue errors are inevitable ; and we shall be sincerely grateful for 
any corrections of those which we cannot hope to have escaped.

(ii) a list of the books of the Bible which were translated into provincial 
dialects of English for Prince Louis Luoien Bonaparte, 
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Every edition down to 1824 which is represented in the Bible House Library 
appears in the following pages. After that date mere reprints are omitted, unless they 
present some feature of impoFtance or interest. Thick s(^uare brackets indicate that 
the edition which they enclose is not represented in the Library. 

The date stands before each entry. Books which bear more than one date are 
catalogued under the latest, with cross-references at the other dates. 

The title in all early editions is given verbatim ct literatim. Where no title 
was accessible, the contents of the book are indicated within round brackets. Any 
words in a * Description ' printed in italics stand for a literal transcript. 

In the line following the title are given the ^^Wn^er {or publisher) , the place, and 
the date, unless these have been already supplied in the title. When they are not 
foimd in the book itself, but ascertained from other sources, they are enclosed within 
square brackets. When they are conjectural, a query -mark is added. 

The same line contains the aize-inark, f^, 4*^, 8°, etc., standing for folio, quarto, 
octavo, etc. These designations are often used inaccurately in early catalogues, 
where, for example, the octavo Tindale Testaments are generally styled * duodecimos.* 
After 1800, for this size-mark are substituted the dimensions of the book in centimetres, 
measured on the outside of the copy described. This method is now adopted at the 
Cambridge University Library, in describing books printed after 1900. 

The letters fi. Xr., after the size-mark, indicate that the book is printed in bla^lc- 
letter — * English,' or * Gothic ' type. 

In the description, * preliminary ' leaves (or pages) mean all those which precede 
the actual text. A full register of signatures is given, together with the total number 
of leaves (including blank leaves) in the book. Unless the contrary is stated, A-Z 
indicates the normal signature-alphabet of 23 letters — A B C D E F G H I (or J) 
K L M N O P Q R S T V (or U) X Y Z. The recto of a leaf is indicated by a, the 
verso by 6. In later editions only such details are given as suffice for identification. 

After 1611 each edition, unless otherwise described, gives the text of King James' 
version. 

The mark H precedes the description of the copy or copies in the Bible House 
Library. Down to 1800, the inside measurements of these copies are given in 
millimetres. 

From 1585 to 1800 inclusive each Bible includes the Apocrypha, unless the 
contrary is stated (cf. note on p. 816). In the case of many seventeenth- and eighteenth- 
century Bibles it is difficult to determine whether a copy * wants the Apocrypha.' 
The words * No Apocrypha ' mean that the list of books omits them ; but even then 
they are occasionally inserted. Very often the Apocrypha are * included in the list of 
books but not required by the signatures ' ; in such a case, if the Library copy omits 
them, the words * wants Apocrypha ? ' are added. Sometimes * the insertion of the 
Apocrypha interrupts the signatures.' 

The Metrical Psalms have not been catalogued as editions of Scripture. But the 
following pages show how often they occur bound up with copies of the Bible or New 
Testament. Unless the contrary is stated, Stemhold and Hopkins' version is meant. 

The letters [F. F.] signify that the copy belongs to the Fry Collection. 

The number which closes an entry is that aRsigned to the edition in this Catalogue 
for purposes of reference.

Nothing but this fragment survives of the earliest, though— so far as is known — 
mifinished, edition of the New Testament in English. Translated by William 
Tindale. 

Tindale, otherwise Hychyns, bom c. 1490, studied at Oxford, and afterwards at 
Cambridge. By 1628 he had resolved that, if God should spare his life, before many 
years he would cause plough-boys to know the Scripture. Discountenanced in London, 
he crossed to Hamburg, and completed his translation on the Continent, using 
^^lliam Roye as an amanuensis. At Antwerp in 1585 he was betrayed to his 
enemies, and imprisoned in the Castle of YUvorde, where he died a martyr in 
Oetober, 1586. 

Aooording to Johann Dobneok (Cochlsos), in his De Actis et Scriptis Martini LtUhtri 
(1549 ed., p. 182/.), 8,000 copies of the first ten sheets (A-K) of this book had been 
Beeretly printed (probably by Peter QuenteU) at Cologne, when tne editors were obliged to 
floe to Worms, and there begin work afresh. Possibly the remaining sheets were then 
printed, and the whole book issued about the same time as the octavo edition from 
Sehoeffer's press.

The first edition of Tindale*s New Testament definitely known to have been com- 
pleted ; printed, in all probability, by Peter Schoeffer at Worms in 1525. 

Fry*s No. 1. Of the original issue of 3,000 copies, only two are known to survive. One, 
a beautiful illuminated copy, preserved in the Baptist College Library, Bristol, apparently 
wants only the titleleaf. The other, in St Paul's Cathedral Library, has 71 leaves missing.

No 
prologues, marginal notes, references, or chapter-contents. Outside the text, the volume 
contains nothing except a short epilogue To the Reder ^ and a list of errata. 

Small woodcuts, representing the different Evangelists and Apostles, appear at the 
beginning of the Gk>spels, the following Epistles — Romans, 1 Peter, 1 John, Hebrews, 
James and Jude, and Revelation ; and another cut (the Day of Pentecost) before Acts. 

[The title may have been similar to that dated 1532, found in a copy of a New 
Testament of 1536 (* Mole ' edition). A facsimile of this titie (formerly in the possession 
of Dr. Angus), made from a tracing supplied by Francis Fry, is given at p. 352 in 
Demaus* William Tyndale (revised edition).

Thb Translation. A careful examination of Tindale's version of the New Testa- 
ment shows that he translated directly from the Greek, using as collateral helps the 
Vulgate, Erasmus' Latin version (printed alongside his Greek text), and Luther*s 
German New Testament of 1522. The Wycliffite versions seem to have exercised no 
considerable influence on Tindale or succeeding translators (c/. Westcott, History^ 
p. 884 etc.). As regards himself Tindale*s words are explicit : . . . / had no man to 
eownterfeU nether was holpe with englyssh^ ofeny that had interpreted the eame^ or 
eoehe lyke th'ige i the scripture heforetyme, . . . (To the Beder, octavo edition, 1525). 
Echoes of the fourteenth-century version in Tindale*s work are apparently due to the 
fact that certain of Wycliffe*s phrases had passed into current speech. 

The variations from the quarto edition which occur in the text of the octavo are 
BO slight that they may be ascribed to the printer. The octavo Testament contains no 
marginal notes. Those in the quarto show that Tindale, while adapting some of 
Luther's notes and transferring others bodily, wrote many himself expressly to 
accompany his own version. These marginal notes soon came to be described by 
his opponents as ' pestilent glosses.' 

As regards the diction of Tindale's translation, it is remarkable to what an extent 
this first printed English New Testament fixed the phraseology of all its successors. 
Even in the Be\iscd Version of 1881 it has been calculated that at least 80 per cent. 
of the words stand precisely as they stood in Tindalc's Testament of 1525. Dr. West- 
cott thus simis up Tindalc's achievement : ' He established a standard of Biblical 
translation which others followed. It is even of less moment that by far the 
greater part of his translation remains intact in our present Bibles, than that his 
spirit animates the whole. Ho toiled faithfully himself, and where he failed he loft 
to those who should come after the secret of success. The achievement was not for 
one but for many; but he fixed the type according to which the later labourers 
worked. His influence decided that our Bible should be popular and not literary, 
speaking in a shnple dialect, and that so by its simplicity it should bo endowed with 
permanence.'

This translation, which forms the basis of all subsequent English versions, was the 
work of William Tindale. There seems no doubt that while freely using the Vulgate, 
Luther's German Pentateuch (1528) and other versions, he translated from the 
Hebrew. The most convincing arguments in favour of this view are supplied by 
internal evidence, and by the translator's direct allusions to the Hebrew text at the end 
of the Genesis prologue and elsewhere.

In addition to the prologues many marginal notes occur in each section, some of them 
keenly controversial for the Protestant cause, e,g. the well-known comment on 
Numbers xxiii. 8 {How shall I curse whom Ood curseth not , , . etc.) : The pope cd tell 
howe, Cf, also the notes on Gtoesis ix. 5, xlvii. 26, Exodus xxxvi. 6, etc. 

The only woodcuts in the volume are the title-borders, a frame with blank shield at 
base (used seven times) ; and the eleven blocks in Exodus, which Tindale is said to have 
porehased with part of the money obtained from Tunstall, who bought up Tindale's 
Testaments in order to bum them {ef, Demaus' William Tyndale, rev. ed., p. 217). 
Identical or very similar blocks were used by Vorsterman for his Dutch Bible of 1528, 
and by Peter Quentell in a Latin Bible of 1529. Similar illustrations appear in Luther's 
Pentateuoh of 1523. 

The colophon at the end of Genesis alone supplies date and printer and place. There 
is no need to treat this colophon as intentionally misleading ; for books extant, bearing a 
similar colophon, support the view that Hans Luft really was printing books at Marburg 
about this date, though his chief press was certainly at Wittenberg. Notwithstanding 
the variations of type, it is probable that all five sections of this volume issued from one 
press. One woodcut border is used for most of the titlepages, and the watermarks 
throughout are the same. (C/. Athenetum, 18 April 1885.)

This edition of Tindale*s New Testament is considered to be the last revised by the 
translator himself, and forms the basis of the text printed in Matthew's Bible of 1687. 

Fry's No. 4 ; known as the ' G. H.' edition, from the monogram on the second title- 
page. H. Stevens conjectured that G. H. stands for Ouillaume Hytchins^ the assumed name 
of Tindale, and the other part of the monogram for Jacob van Meteren, as the printer. But 
H. Bradshaw {CoUeeted Papers, p. 854) proved the monogram to be a trade-mark, which 
indicates that Godefridus Dumnus, i^, Govaert van der Haghen (G. H.), was the publisher 
of the book.

The editio princeps of the printed English Bible. Translated by Miles Goverdale 
(1488-1568), a Yorkshireman educated at Cambridge, who si>cnt many years on the 
Continent. Consecrated Bishop of Exeter, 1551, he was deprived in 1558, and after 
further exile ended his days in London. 

Thb Translation. This Bible, according to the statement on the original title- 
page (see below), was faithfully and truly transUUed out of Douche [i.e. German] 
and Laiyn, And in the Dedication to Henry VIII Coverdale himself says : / haue 
. . . purely d fa/ythfully translated this out of fyue sundry interpreters . . . ; so in 
the Prologue : And to helpe me herin^ I haue had sondrye tramsladons^ not onel^ in 
latyn, but also of the Douche interpreters : whom {beca^ise of theyr synguler gyftes 
d speciall diligence in the Bible) I haue ben the more glad to folowe for the most 
parte. Thus Coverdale does not profess to have translated directly from the Hebrew 
and Greek originals. A careful examination of the text itself confirms this view, and 
enables us to ascertain, almost beyond doubt, that his fyue sundry interpreters were 
the Swiss-German version of Zwingli and Leo Juda (printed at Zurich 1524-29), the 
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L«im Tersion of Sftnoies Pagninns (the first edition of which appeared in 1528), 
Lather's Gkrman version (finished in 1582), the Vulgate, and Tindale. In the main 
his translation is based on the first two of these. 

That Coverdale did translate directly from the original langnages has been sometimes 
argued on the following grounds : — {!) A critical examination shows that he sometimes 
foflows the Hebrew or Greek in preference to the Latin. [But this may quite fairly be 
ascribed to the influence of the German * interpreters.*] (2) The omission of the words out 
of Douche and Latyn from the * English ' title (see below) suggests that they were suppressed 
as misleading. [H. Stevens (Biblu in the Caxton Exhibitiont p. 70) pointed out an obvious 
explanation. As the title is in a woodcut border, space is limited. The printer of the uew 
tiUe completed the quotation from Joshua, thus adding two lines. To gain this space he had 
to save two lines earlier in the title. Consequently the words which could best be spared 
were dropped — and truly and out of Douche and Latyn. l^e facts as to the translation are 
suifioiently set forth in Uie Dedication (which first appears along with the changed title) and 
in the Prologue.] (8) In a letter dated Paris, 28 June 1538, written to Thomas Cromwell, 
Earl of Essex, by Coyerdale and Grafton, when preparing the Great Bible of 1539, these 
words occur : We follow . . . not only a standing text of the Hebrew t with the interpretation 
of the Chaldee and the Greek ; but we set also in a private table the diversity of readings of 
all texts ; - . ; and it seems natural to infer that Coverdale used these same helps for his 
earlier Bible. [Even this is by no means conclusive. And the evidence on the other side, 
both external and internal, far outweighs it. Coverdale certainly had some knowledge of 
Hebrew ; but his own statement as to his methods of translation cannot be explained away. 
Ajid so fiur as his version has been critically examined, almost every rendering can be traced 
directly to one or other of the five * interpreters ' mentioned above.] 

Though hiB work does not rank beside Tindale's, it was Coverdale*s glory to pro- 
dnce the first printed En^h Bible, and to leave to posterity a permanent memorial 
of his genius in that nuMt musieal version of the Psalter which passed into the Book 
of Common Plrayer, and has endeared itself to generations of Englishmen. (See No. 25.) 

We may note two curious renderings, first found in this version, which lent popular 
names to certain later editions of the English Bible ; So y* thou shalt not nede to be afrayed 
f&r eny bugget by night (Ps. xci. 5) ; and there is no more Triade at Oalaad (Jer. viii. 22). 

PLacB AMD Pbintbb. Nothing definite is known as to the place of printing. The 
type of the body of the book has never been satisfactorily identified. Some of the 
larger letters, however, in the titles and headlines occur in certain contemporary books 
printed at Zurich, Worms, Mainz, Wittenberg and Cologne. Many minor indications 
point to Zurich as the most likely place, and to Froschover (who printed the Cover- 
dale Bible of 1550) as the probable printer. 

Symeon Buytinck in his short Life of Emanuel van Meteren, printed in the latter's 
Nederlandtsche Historic (1614 edition, fo. 672), seems to state that Coverdale*s translation 
was made and printed at the expense of Jacob van Meteren of Antwerp. This is confirmed 
by Smannel's affidavit, 1609, cited in Diet, of Nat. Biog., art Coverdale, And Coverdale 
apparently alludes to such an arrangement in his Prologue : ... J was instantly requyred 
. . . etc. Henry Stevens (in the Introduction to Bibles in the Caxton Exhibition) attempted 
to base on Symeon Buytinck*s notice the strange theory that Jacob van Meteren was respon- 
sible even for the translation itself, using Coverdale merely as his reviser for the press. 
(C/. Athenaum, July-August, 1884 ; and Diet, of Nat. Biog. l.c.)

Now both 

this title ^hence styled the ' foreign ' title) and this leaf are printed in the same angular 

type which is used in the body of the booK. No doubt they are relics of the preliminary 

matter as originally issued, which, in all probability, consisted of four leaves, containing 

title, list of books (2 pp.), prologue (4 pp.), and contents of Genesis. (One of the two 

British Museum copies, C. 18. c. 9, has an imperfect title resembling that in the Earl 

of Leicester's copy.) It appears that the printer who promoted the sale of the edition 

in England cancelled these leaves, and issued instead a fresh title (slightly altered) 

and seven other preliminary leaves (including a Dedication to the king), all of which 

were printed in English black-letter. This printer —no doubt Nycolson, from whose 

press came the second edition of 1537 — probably also inserted the map which is found 

in some copies of this Bible. 

It should be noted that the first page of the Dedication in a genuine copy of this 
edition contains the words . . . your dearest iust wyfe, and most vertuous Pryncesse, 
Queue Anne (i.e. Anne Boleyn). In some copies is found Quene Jane (i.e. Jane Sey- 
mour, whom the king married 20 May 1536) ; Fry has shown that this * Queen Jane 
leaf ' really belongs to Nycolson's 1537 Bible, and has been substituted for the other. 

Varieties of the 1535 title are found in a copy at the University Library, Cambridge, 
and in another sold by Mr. Quaritoh in 1900. Yet another tide, very similar to tibe 
1535 English title, but bearing the date M. D.XXXVI, occurs in the copy formerly in 
the possession of the Earl of Jersey (now Lord Garysfort's), and also in that preserved in 
the library of Gloucester Cathedral.

9 ; (3) the right-hand block shows (above) our Lord giving his last 
charge to the disciples, Mard. i6, with the words Go youre waye intoaUthe\ worlde, 
d preach the Gospel, and (below) St. Peter preaching, Actwm S ; (4) the bottom block 
represents Henry VIII seated on his throne, with the royal arms displayed below ; the 
king holds in his right hand a sword, and with his left presents the Bible to a group of 
prelates kneeling on his right side, while a similar group of nobles are kneeling on his 
left ; in the left comer stands David bearing his harp, with the words how swete are 
thy wordes vnto my \ throte : yee more then hony dc, PseU. iiH, and in the right comer 
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is St. Paul holding a sword in his right hand, with the words I am not ashamed of the 
Oospell of I Christ, for it is the power of god, Ro. i. The border to the pt. 2 title is 
composed of eight blocks : (above) three blocks — Joshim viewing the slain, Moses, and 
the storming of a city; (at the sides) two ornamental blocks — boys blowing horns; 
(below) three blocks — the Ark crossing Jordan, David, and the fall of Jericho. The 
Dorder to the pt. 4 title is similar to that of pt. 2, but has different comer blocks, repre- 
senting Isaiah, Jeremiah, EzekiePs vision, and Daniel in the lions* den, and an extra 
block inserted beneath the letterpress of the title — Banich reading the prophecy. The 
border to the pt 6 title is also similar, bat the comer blocks represent a priest reading 
the Law, the retom to Jemsalem, the sortie after the death of Holophemes, and the 
storming of a city. The border to the N. T. tiUe is also similar, bat the small central 
block at the top represents our Lord triomphing over death, and that at the bottom St. 
John Baptist ; while the foor comer blocks depict the Evangelists. The woodblocks in 
the text inclade two before Genesis (representing the six days of Creation), a large 
iUnstration of the Tabernacle, and many small cuts (generally about 70 x 50 mm.) 
scattered throoghoat the volnme. Altogether 68 separate woodblocks are ased, and by 
repetition these are made to form 168 distinct iUnstiutions. 

A map is inserted at the end of the Pentateuch in some copies. It is entitled : The 
deeeripcion of the londe of promes, called PdUstiruit Canaan^ or the holy londe, and 
measures 400 x 297 mm. The inscriptions on the two scrolls are in English. According 
to a MS. note by Fry only two whole copies of this map, and four halves, are known 
to exist. One of the two copies of this Bible in the John Bylands Library at Manchester 
possesses a perfect and onique impression of the map, with the inscriptions in Latin, and 
other peeoliarities.

There are three distinct quarto editions of Tindale's New Testament, all bearing 
this date, which, while agreeing closely, differ throughout in many small points. 
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They are distinguiahed from one another chiefly by the variations in a woodcut of 
St. Paul, prefixed to eleven Epistles. The Apostle's foot rests on a stone, which in 
one edition is blank ; in another it bears the figure of a mole (or hedgehog) ; and in 
the third an engraver*B mark or monogram, with the initials A. B. E. The text agrees 
doBely with that of the G. H. edition. 

F. Fry in his work, A Bibliographical Description of the Editions of the New Testament, 
Tyndale^s Version, . . . (pp. 72-^2), deals at length with these three quarto editions. They 
were probably published independently of the translator, and were printed at Antwerp by 
one or other of the following printers: — Symon Cowke, Christopher Endhoven, William 
Vorsterman, Hatthew Crom, or Hans van Buremonde ; the last seems to be the most likely 
name. Herbert (pp. 492-8) suggests John Gowghe of London. All three issues differ in 
Um cut of St. Paul (lauded to above), in the cut of St. Matthew, and (slightly) in the 
arrangement or spelling of the two titles, etc There is no conclusive evidence to show 
tiieir order of publication. But various small differences mentioned below suggest that 
the * Mole * edition was the first, and the * Blank Stone ' the last, of the three. 

As the corresponding leaves in each edition are generally interchangeable, no doubt many 
copies have been mixed.

The cut of St. Paul, containing the engraver's mark, is found in a book entitled Storys 
and prophesis out of the holy scriptur . . . (1585,36), printed by Symon Cowke at Antwerp 
(Herbert, p. 1545). 

This generally agrees closely with the ' Mole ' edition. The office of aU estates, however, is 
printed on verso of the title, instead of on the last page before the text, which is blank in this 
edition. The second and third preliminary leaves are signed i{i ij and i^i iij, and the first 
sheet in the second part bears the signature %. In pt. 2 title, Ebrues occurs instead of 
Sebrues in the * Mole ' edition. The last leaf before the Table is correctly numbered cdvj.

The only copies known are imperfect, both at the beginning and at the end, and 
leave us uninformed as to printer, place, and date. But the type, initial letters, etc. agree 
very closely with those used by James Nycolson of Southwark, especially in his quarto Bible 
of 1587. The contents of chapters stand in the form of a summary before each book (as in 
the 1685 folio Bible^, and not at the head of each chapter as in Matthew Crom's 1588 New 
Testament ; and only one of Tindale's Prologues appears in tiiis edition. Both^hese points 
suggest that this edition preceded M. Crom's, and was printed in 1587 or even earlier. Lea 
Wilson (p. 148) mentions under * circa 1585 ' an edition which appears to resemble this ; 
and J. DU suggested 1584 or 1585 as the date of the similar edition described below.

The first folio Bible printed in England. It is uncertain whether this, or the quarto 
also issued by Nycolson in the same year, was the earliest Bible printed on English ground. 
Bat probably this is the prior edition ; since in the other the words Set forth ivith the Kynges 
mooet gracious Ueenee appear for the first time on the titlepage, and the Summaries are 
removed from the beginning of the books and placed at the head of each chapter. 

The text, in spite of the words newly ouersene d corrected^ appears to be a close reprint of 
Goverdale's Bible of 1585.

The headlines and folio nombers are printed in fine large type, except in pts. 4 and 5. 
Fo. 31 (f 1) in pt. 6 differs from the other leaves in the number of lines to the column, 
and in the spacing of the type. The two forms of prayer (by Nicolas [Shaxton] 
Bysshoppe of Salisbury) are like those printed on verso of tiUe in one of the copies of 
the 1535 Bible, preserved in the University Library, Cambridge. In the Dedication 
Qtiene Jane supplants Qttene Anne, As regards the marginal matter etc., the book 
generally agrees with the 1535 Bible. In the Psalter, the first line of the Latin is given 
at the begimiing of each Psalm ; and the Psalms are divided into verses. 

The title-borders generally correspond to those used in the 1535 edition, with the 
following differences : — pt. 2 title : the comer blocks represent Samuel anointing David, 
David and Goliath, Elijah's sacrifice, and the storming of a city ; and the whole is 
enclosed within an outer ornamental frame ; pt. 5 title : the comer blocks at the top 
represent Moses and the Elders, and Barach reading the prophecy ; with outer frame ; 
pt. 6 title : with outer frame. The cuts in the text do not occur so frequently in this 
edition. Excluding the title-borders, 57 separate blocks are used for 94 illustrations. 
Three of the blocks found in the 1535 Bible are not used, but one new cut — Jonah cast 
into the sea — is introduced. Some of the larger initial letters reproduce deeigns from 
Hie Dance of Death, No map appears to have been issued with this edition.

In spite of the statements on the general and New Testament titlepages, this, like the 
folio of 1537, appears to be a close reprint of Coverdale*s Bible of 1535. 

The royal licence, which now appears tor the first time, was obtained probably by 
the influence of Thomas Cromwell, afterwards Earl of Essex.

The text is printed in small but clear black-letter, two columns on 
a page, 69 lines to the full column ; no catchwords. Some titles of the books are in 
iMin ^cg.

The first edition of the Bible known as * Matthew's version.' 

This version, which welds together the best work of Tindale and Coverdale, is 
generally considered to be the real primary version of our English Bible. 

Thomas Matthew is commonly treated as a pseudonym of John Rogers (1500?-1655), Tin- 
dale's intimate friend, and the first mar^ in the Marian persecution. But as Bogers only 
edited what is essentially Tindale's tzansiation, it seems more probable that Matthew stands 
for Tindale's own name, which it was then dangerous to employ. The text in the Pentateuch 
adheres eloeely to Tindale's version, and the New Testament follows his G. H. edition. In 
the portion brom. Ezra to the end of the Apocrypha (including Jonah) it is substantially 
Oomdale's. But from Joshua to Chronicles the text differs so much from Coverdale's 
venkm that it is supposed to be based on a translation left by Tindale in manuscript form 
for Bogers' use. Rogers' own share in the work was probably confined to translating the 
prayer of Manasses (inserted here for the first time in a printed English Bible), and the 
gaSsnX task of editing the materials at his disposal, and preparing the marginal notes, col- 
leslsd from various sources, e.g. Undale, Pellioan's Gommentary, etc. 

As to Iha place of printing, nothing definite is known. Conjecture points to Antwerp, 
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perhaps at the press of Matthew Crom. The Kinoes most gracyous lycBce was obtained by 
Cromwell at Cranmer's request, in spite of, or, it may be, even in ignorance of, Tindale's close 
connection with the book. Bichard Grafton and Edward Whitchurch, the London printers, 
published the edition of 1,600 copies in England.

The large woodcut which forms the border of the general and N. T. titles repre- 
sents (in the centre) a tree, supporting a tablet with the letter-press ; (on the left) Moses 
receiving the Law, the Fall, the brazen serpent, and a tomb bearing a skeleton ; (on the 
right) the Annunciation, the angels' message to the shepherds, the Crucifiidon, and 
Christ rising from the grave and trampling on death ; at the base of the tree is seated 
a man, solicited by two figures representing the Law and the Gospel. (The words Set 
forth . . . lycece in the general title are printed outside the border.) The border of pt. 2 
title is composed of sixteen small blocks, and that of pt. 8 title of fifteen blocks. The 
full-page engraving before the text represents Adam and Eve in Eden, surrounded by 
many birds and beasts. The large cut on verso of pt. 2 title illustrates Isaiah vi ; and 
similar cuts, representing incidents in David's life, occur before Psalms and Proverbs. 
There are 41 oUstinct outs (like those of the 1585 Bible) used in the text of pts. 1, 
2 and 8 ; and cuts of the Evangelists, SS. Paul, Peter and James, and 21 illustrations 
to Bevdation, in pt. 4. The elaborate woodcut title-border, and the full-page illustration 
of Adam and Eve, are said to resemble closely engravings found in a Low German Bible, 
printed at Lubeck in 1588. 

The fiourished initials I B, H B, B G, E W, and W T, referred to hi the Descrip- 
tion, no doubt stand for John Bogers, Henricus Bex, Bichard Ghrafton, Edward Whit- 
church, and William Tindale.

Boond up at the beginning is a quantity of matter, both printed and MS., relating to 
early editions of the English Bible. A former owner states in a note that he found this 
oopy at a farmhouse in Somerset, where it was being * used to dry fiowers and leaves, and

Before leaving London in the spring of 1538 for Paris, where he had undertaken to 
prepare, under Thomas Cromwell's patronage, what was afterwards known as the Great Bible, 
Coverdale had settled that Nycolson should publish for him in London a New Testament witii 
the Vulgate text and his own English version printed side by side. This he determined on in 
order to reassure his timid friends, and to confute his critics. The book appeared in 1538 in 
a handsome form, but so full of misprints and errors that Coverdale repudiated it, and 
immediately arranged for an edition under his own superintendence at Paris. This appeared 
in November of the same year from the press of Francis Regnault. Nycolson, however, 
published, also towards the end of 1538, a revision of his first edition ; this, according to the 
tiUepage in some copies, was FaythftUlye translated by Johan Hollybuslie,

The type was reset, and 

errors are far less oommon, though many still persist, e.g. in the numbering of the folios. 

Some copies have a title closely agreeing with that of the first edition, but with many more 

words in red ink (see previous entry, adfiiu) ; others, like the copy described below, have a 

title printed entirely in black, with the name Johan Hollybushe substituted for Miles 

Goverdale. In the latter case the titleleaf appears (from its different water-lines etc.) to be a 

eanoel-leaf, inserted in place of the other.

Johan Hollybushe probably stands for the pseudonym, or even the real name, of Nycolson's 

editor.

While generally agreeing closely with the preceding, this exhibits variations in certain 
sheets, and appears to be a distinct issue. Besides small typographical variations, omissions 
of some references and glosea etc., well-marked differences occur in a few of the cuts — e^, a 
full-page cut of St. John (like that used in B. Harrison's folio Bible of 1562) stands before his

The first edition of Tavemor's Bible. A revision of Matthew's Bible of 1587. 
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Richard Tavemer (1505 7-1575), the aathor of this revision, had high repute for Greek 
aohclarship, and was at this time Clerk of the King's Signet, and in the employ of Thomas 
Cromwell. In his oorreotions of the text, Tavemer aims at compression and vividness. He 
snbstiiatee in many places a Saxon for a Latin word, as gpokesman for advocate ; and does 
not hesitate to coin words, as mercyitoek (1 John i. 2). Many marginal notes are omitted, 
and some new comments added. Tavemer*s work exercised practicidly no influence on later 
rerlaioDB (Westoolt, History, p. 219).

The first edition of the ' Great Bible,* the hole byble of the largyest volume, which 
Thomas Cromwell, as the King's vicegerent, in an injunction to the clergy (September 
1688), ordered to be set vp in sum conuenient place wythin the said church that ye 
heme cure of, where a$ your paHehoners may moste comodiously resorte to the samte 
andreadeU. 

A revision by Coveidale of Matthew's Bible, which he corrected chiefly by the aid of 
Sebastian Mdnster's Latin translation of the Hebrew O. T. (1584,86), and of the Vulgate 
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and Erasmus' Latin version in the N. T., with the collateral help of the Oomplntensian 
Polyglot (published about 1520). Coverdale worked under Cromwell's direct patronage ; henoe 
the result is sometimes known as * Cromwell's Bible.' This version and its subsequent editions 
are often called * Cranmer's Version/ although that Archbishop had Uttle, if anything, to do 
with their preparation, beyond adding a Prologue, which first appeared in the seoond large 
folio edition, April 1540. 

The printing was originally entrusted by Grafton and Whitchurch to Francis Begnanlt, 
the Paris printer. But at the end of 1538 the work was suppressed by the French authorities, 
and many of the sheets confiscated. Coverdale and Grafton, however, were able to save some, 
and to transport the necessary presses, type and worlnnen to London, where the edition was 
completed in April 1539. (See Athen^m, 20 May 187L) 

In the Book of Common Prayer the Psalter still follows, with slight variations, the Great 
Bible ; but since 1662 the Epistles and Gospels have been taken from King James' version. 
The translation of the Canticles, the Lord's Prayer, and the Commandments, with other quota- 
tions of Scripture, differs more or less from all our standard versions.

The large border to the general title is the well-known woodcut, ascribed to 
Holbein, which represents Henry VUI, Cranmer and Cromwell distributing Bibles, 
and the people shouting ' Vivat Bex ' and * God save the King.' This design also 
appears on tlie Apocrypha titlepage. The titles to pts. 2 and 8 are enclosed within 
borders, each formed of 16 small woodblocks, representing Bible incidents. These are 
repeated in the text, with many similar blocks, having an ornamental border or column 
on each side. Different cuts are foimd at the beginning of the Psalter, St Matthew's 
Gospel, and the Epistle to the Bomans. The N. T. title-border is formed of 8 
larger blocks, representing the following : (1) the Annunciation, (2) the Holy Inno- 
cents, (3) the Shepherds in the Fields, (4) the Circumcision, (5) the Adoration of the 
Magi, (6) the Crucifixion, (7) the Stem of Jesse, and (8) the Besurrection. Many 
woodcut initials also occur scattered throughout the book. 

This edition may be readily distinguished from all the six succeeding large folio 
editions of the Great Bible by many points of difference, e.g. (1) the Apocrypha title has 
the Holbein woodcut border ; (2) the N. T. title has a border of 8 woodblocks ; (3) all 
the small cuts in the text have an ornamental column on each side. 

Mr. Fry made a special study of the Great Bibles of 1539-41, and recorded the resolte 
in his work A Description of the Great Bible, 1339, and the six editions of Cranmer*$ 
Bible . . . (1865). Of the seven editions in this series, five have 62 lines to the full 
page and the remaining two 65 lines. As each corresponding leaf in these two groups 
contains the same letterpress, though differently set up, the leaves are interchangeable, 
and most copies appear to be mixed ; doubtless, many copies were originally issued in 
this state. The problem is further complicated li^ the fact that certain leaves of some 
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editions were reprinted, apparently because the supply of these particular leaves had 
run short, and th^ were required to complete copies then being made up. By 
examining every leaf of a great number of copies, and tabulating his results, Fry 
attempted to ascertain what leaves properly belonged to each edition, and to make a list 
of the ' reprinted ' leaves. Though his conclusions may not always appear convincing, and 
it \a impossible now to test their accuracy, his work remains a monument of painstaking 
research, and the tests which he laid down are generally applied to copies of these 
editions. He himself spared no pains to secure for his own coUection * standard ' copies 
of eaoh edition, and his set of Great Bibles now preserved in this Library is probably the 
only complete set extant, eaoh copy of which may be considered perfect.

Among the translators were Nicholas 
Udall, Thoiuas Key, Miles Coverdale, John Olde, and Leonard Coxe ; while Prinoew 
(afterward Queen) Mary translated the greater part of the Paraphrase upon St. John's

Probably this was intended to stand as a companion volume to the other parts of 
Day and Seires* edition of the Old Testament with Apocrypha, described above (Nos. 53, 54, 
and 60). It resembles that edition very closely in general appearance, though differing in 
the title-border, and bearing only Day's name in the colophon. 

But why should the first part, which alone contains the preface explaining the object of 
this edition issued in separate volumes, appear latest of them all ? Possibly this lK)ok is 
really the first volume of a reissue by Day alone of the five-volume edition which he had 
already brought out in conjunction with Seres. The other volumes may not have been 
reprinted ; at any rate, no copies seem to have survived.

The true third part is a volume entitled The thyrde parte,. . ., 
and containing Psalms to Song of Solomon, a copy of which is in the B. M. The following

Copies of all these parts are in the B. M. ; and all except The thyrde parte are in this

Perhaps the New Testament (Tindale*s version) printed by Day and Seres in 1551 (Fry*8 
No. 26)— or that issued by Day alone about the same date (Fry*s No. 28) — though not quite 
uniform with the above, was meant for the supplementary volume, completing the Bible. 

All these ' parts ' were incorporated into the folio double-column Bible printed by John 
Day in 1551, which, in the 0. T. and Apocrypha, is recognised as Tavemer's version, revised 
by Edmund Becke. The type, initial letters, and matter are practically identical. The * part ' 
and the complete Bible often read together line for line through long passages of text. It 
seems probable that Becke was engaged for some time in this work of revision, and that 
instalments were published in octavo from 1549 to 1551. Finally these were united with 
Tindale's N. T. to form the folio complete Bible published by Day with Becke*s preface in 
1551. (See No. 66.)

The Old Testament and Apocrypha are a revised edition of 
Tavemer's version, apparently prepared by Edmund Becke, the editor of this Bible (c/. No. 47), 
and previously published in separate octavo parts by Day and Seres.

This version of the New Testament is ascribed to William Whittingham, one of the 
band of English reformers who found an asylum at Geneva. The text is based upon 
Tindale*s, compared with the Great Bible, and largely influenced by Beza's Latin 
translation. 

Though this yersion forms the groundwork of the New Testament in the Geneva Bible of 
1560, it is a distinct work, due to one translator, as the Address To the reader seems to show. 
Fry asserted that the text of this Testament was not reprinted in any of the numerous 
Geneva Bibles or separate Testaments, from 1560 to 1644, which he had examined. (C/. 
Standard Edition of tlie English New Testament of the Genevan Versioti, 1864.) 

This neat octavo is the earliest English Testament printed in roman type, and with verse 
divisions. Witii its elaborate apparatus of aiguments, notes and tables, it forms the first 
critical edition of the New Testament in English. 

Whittingham (15247-1579) married Catherine Jaquemayne or Jaqueman, said to be the 
sister of Calvin's wife (c/. entiy in (Geneva archives, cited by Stoughton, Our English Bible, 
p. 190 n.), but see D. N. B. s.v. W. Whittingham.

The first edition of the so-called * Geneva version * ; the earliest English fiible 
printed in roman type and with verse divisions. Translated by W. Whittingham 
(see No. 76), Anthony Gilby, Thomas Sampson, and perhaps others, at Geneva. 

The New Testament is a careful revision of Whittingham's Testament of 1557 
(q.v.)t due to a farther comparison with £eza*s Latin translation. The Old Testament 
and Apocrypha are based mainly on the Great Bible, corrected firom the original 
Hebrew and Greek, and compared with the Latin versions of Leo Jnda and others ; 
while the influence of the revisers of Olivetan's French Bible is also apparent. 

The Geneva Bible showed a distinct advance on its predecessors, and appearing as it did in 
compaot form, with roman type and verse divisions, obtained speedy and permanent popularity. 
Its arguments and numerous explanatory notes (often distinctly Calvinistio in tone), which 
amoant to a running commentary, endeared it especially to the Puritans, and for three 
generations it maintained its supremacy as the Bible of the people. Its phrases find an echo 
in Scripture quotations from Shakespeare to Bunyan. Between 1560 and 1644 at least 
140 editions appeared of the (Geneva Bible or Testament— 120 of which are represented in 
this Library. Examination of King James* Bible of 161 1 shows that its translators in correcting 
the Bishops' Bible were influenced more by the Geneva than by any other English version. 

The cost of the work was defrayed by members of the congregation at Geneva whose 
heartes God . . . ^ouc/ied to encourage the revisers not to spare any charges for the fortheranee 
of such a berufite and fatumr of Ood. Conspicuous amongst these was Jolm Bodley (father of 
the founder of the Bodleian Library), who received from Elizabeth a patent, dated 8 Jan. 

1561, for the exclusive right to print tne version in England for seven years (Herbert, p. 1608). 
The Geneva Bible of 1560 and its later editions are often called by the somewhat absurd 

title of * Breeches ' Bibles. The rendering breeches (for aprons) in Gen. iii. 7 had already 
occurred in Wycliffe's MS. Bible, as well as in Caxton*s edition of the Chlden Legend 
(1488). Such popular titles as * Breeches Bible,* * Bug Bible,* * Treacle Bible,* etc., apart from 
any question of their vulgarity, are generally misleading, and convey no idea of the distinctive 
interest and importance of each edition.

This closely follows the octavo edition (1558) by the same printer described above (No. 75). 
No date is given, and there is no * Copy of the Bill ' printed on the verso of the title. The fact 
that partial allowance is made in the margins for two Communions on Christmas Day and 
Easter Day, though the table allows for only one, suggests that the book was printed in 
1552-3. Yet the Almanack begins with the year 1561, and in the colophon Jugge calls 
himself Printer to the Quenes Maiestie. Possibly the sheets were printed in 1552-3, laid 
aside during Queen Mary's reign, and issued early in Queen Elizabeth's, about 1561. On 
this hypothesis one or two leaves — e.g. the Almanack and the last leaf containing the 
colophon — had to be reprinted ; but the cut containing the portrait of Edward YI was 
allowed to stand ; this cut occurs on the titlepages of Testaments as late as 1605. 

There are three other editions, which so closely resemble the present, that Uie group of' 
four may be oonvoiiently described under one heading.

The first issae of the version known as the ' Bishops* Bible.* A revision of the Great 
Bible version, undertaken by Matthew Parker (1504-1575), Archbishop of Canterbury, 
'J' r^': with the assistance of many bishops and well-known Biblical scholars. 

The work seems to have been carried out in separate sections, which vary considerably in 
value. In correcting the Great Bible, both the Hebrew and Greek originals were consulted. 
The influence of the Geneva version appears, especially in the prophetical books ; while 
CSastalio was also consulted. Westcott considers that the Greek attainments of the revisers 
were superior to their Hebrew, and that the alterations in the New Testament show original 
ftnd vigorous scholarship. 

The following are recognised as having shared in Parker's revision : — W. Alley (Bishop of 
Exeter), B. Davies (Bishop of St. David's), E. Sandys ^ishop of Worcester), A. Pearson 
(Ganon of Oanterbury), A. Peme (Canon of Ely), B. Home (Bishop of Winchester), T. 
Bentham (Bishop of Lichfield and Coventry), E. Grindal (Bishop of London), J. Parkhurst 
ffiishop of Norwich), B. Coxe (Bishop of Ely), E. Guest (Bishop of Bochester), G. Goodman 
(Dean of Westminster), and Giles Lawrence. This last named was * a man in those times of 
great fame for his Imowledge in the Greek,* of whose labours Strype (Parker , H. App 
Lxzzv) has preserved an interesting memorial in a series of ' notes of errors in the trans- 
lation of the N. T.* (Westcott, History, pp. 247-8). See Arber, Transcript, vol. ii, pp. 740-5. 

In April 1571 the Convocation of the Province of Canterbury ordered that copies of this 
edition should be placed in every cathedral, and as far as possible in every church ; and 
enjoined every ecclesiastical dignitary to exhibit a copy in a prominent place in his house 
for the use of his servants and guests (Cardwell, Synodalia, p. 115 and p. 128). 

In typography and iUustration this is perhaps the most sumptuous in the long 
series of folio English Bibles. From the subjoined entry in an old account book of St. 
John's College, Cambridge, published by C. H. Hartshome, in his Book-rarities of 
Cambridge^ we learn the price at which this edition was then sold : ' 1571. For a new 
Bible in English, the last translation, 21s. Sd.' (equivalent to about £16 to-day).

Small variations are found in copies of this edition. A few are noticed below. 

General titlepage : The first three words of the 'title are enclosed in an ornamental 
frame ; the rest of the page is filled by a large engraving, containing in the centre a 
portrait of the Queen wiUiin an oval frame inscribed Elisabeth Dei OrcUia^ AngluB^

royal arms, and the arms of Ireland and of Wales ; and on either side a symbolical 
female figure ; beneath is a tablet, supported by a lion and a dragon, and inscribed 
Non me pudet EuangeUj Christi, Virtus enim Dei est ad salutem Omni eredenti 
Bom. 1*. The N. T. title is in the centre of a large engraving, containing above — the 
royal arms and the arms of Ireland and of Wales, with two symbolical female figures ;

of the Oospel of Christe, because it is the power of Ood vnto saluation to all that beleue, 
Rom. i. Pt. 2 titlepage contains a portrait of the Earl of Leicester, within an oval 
frame with the motto Droit et Loyal. Pt. 3 titlepage contains an engraving of King 
David, within a frame ; and pt. 4 titlepage has a similar engraving representing the 
building of the walls of Jerusalem. At the beginning of the Psalter occurs an engraving 
of William Cecil, Lord Burghley ; this contains a large B, the initial letter of Psalm i. 
The initial T before the Genealogical Table contains Archbishop Parker's arms 
quartered with those of Ciiristchurch, Canterbury, the initials M P, and the date 1568 ; 
while the O before his Prologue contains his arms, with the motto Mvndvs transit et 
concvpicentia eivs. The initial C to Archbishop Cranmer's Prologue contains the arms 
of the see of Canterbury impaled with his own, and the letter T. The book is further 
embellished by 124 distinct blocks used to illustrate the text — of which all (except one) 
are enclosed within ornamental frames. There are also several maps, plans, and tables. 
In pt. 1 : a small map (showing the position of Eden, with a note) on fo. ij 6, a large 
full-page engraving of the Tabernacle, etc. on fo. liij a, tables of Degrees of kinred . . . 
and . . . affinitie or aliaunce ... on Ixxiiij a, and a Charte of the wanaerings of the 
Israelites on Cv a ; in pt. 2 : a map {The deuision of the lands . . .) on xiiij h\ in pt. 3 : 
at the end of the Psalter a table : Numems secundum Hebreos (omitted in some 
copies) ; in pt. 4 : on the last page, the map mentioned in the Description ; and in pt. 5 :

filling one leaf, fo. Ixxxix. The maps are closely copied from those in the 1560 Geneva 
Bible, except The Cart Cosmographie . . . which is like that in Jugge's quarto Testa- 
ments of 1552, 1553, and 1566. In addition the book contains many large initial 
letters ; some of which represent classical subjects (from Ovid's Metamorphoses), and 
others contain Parker's initials. 

According to Archbishop Parker's Observations respected of the translators (see 
Correspondence, Parker Society Edition, pp. 836-7), * the printer hatii bestowed his thickest 
paper in the New Testament, because it shall be most occupied.' 

This is sometimes called the * Treacle Bible,' though the rendering triacle in Jer. 
viii. 22 is found in many Bibles of an earlier date, from 1535 downwajrds. A curious 
note occurs at Psalms xlv. 9 : —

The text of the Old Testament has reoeiyed a oertahi amount of oorreotion. A comparison 
of some representatiye chapters seems to show that, so far as the Old Testament is concerned, 
this qnarto was adopted as the standard in all subsequent issues, except the folio editions 
d 1572, 74, and 78, which revert to the Bible of 1668. The New Testament also exhibits 
traces of reviaon. Westcott {History, pp. 252-4) gives 44 differences of reading in Ephesians 
between the first edition of 1568 and that of 1572 (g. v.). By comparison we find that in 22 
instanoes this quarto reads with the former, and in the remaining 22 with the later edition. 
Thus it forms the connecting link between the two, as regards the New Testament section.

Testament has undergone further careful revision since the quarto edition of 1569 (g. v.). 
All later issues, with two exceptions, appear to follow the quarto of 1569 in the Old Testament, 
but generally adopt the text of this Bible of 1572 in the New Testament. 

A remarkable feature of this edition is its two-version Psalter, which exhibits, printed 
side by side, (1) The translation vsed in common prayer (taken originally from the Great Bible, 
and still retained in the Prayer Book), in black-letter, and (2) The translation after the 
Hebrewes (Le. the Biahops' version) in roman type. 

Dbscbiptiom. The order of the preliminary leaves is somewhat uncertain. According to 
the signatures, the six leaves ( • 2 to 7) containing the Preface, the Prologue, and A 
discription of the yeeres, apparently should precede the ten leaves (sig. €) containing 
Proper lessons .... etc. to the end.

Three Tables (as in the quarto Bible of 1569) are placed before 1 Esdras and 
1 Maccabees, and before the N. T. title (on Nimn 10 6). In Joshua is inserted a large 
map of Canaan, a fine two-page engraving, bearing the inscription : Graven by 
Hvmfray Cole goldsmith a Englieh man born in y* north and pirtaynmg to y^ mini 
in the Tomer ^ iS79i and containing Lord Burghley*s arms and motto, and one of Jugge's 
devices (nightingale in tree) and his name. All the engravings are removed from the 
chapters. But before Isaiah there is a large cut of the prophet's vision, and at the 
beginning of certain books (Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Joshua, Judges, 1 Samuel, 
1 Kings, and Jeremiah) and on pt. 4 titlepage appear large composite engravings 
illustrating many separate subjects.

The text agrees with the Bible of 1672, rather than with the first edition of 1668. Taking 
Westcott's collation of Ephesians {History^ pp. 262-4), we find that in every case this Testa- 
ment reads exactly with the later edition ; though a strange misprint occurs in chap. iv. 14, 
foildemesee (for wiliness) of men. 

The date is doubtful. The Almanack begins with the year 1666 and ends with 1680. 
Hence Herbert's suggested date (p. 1029) of 1600 seems improbable. Ck>tton (p. 83) proposes 
1566, which is impossible. Anderson (vol. 11., Index-List, p. xvi) gives 1577, ' between the 
privilege of Jugge, and the patent of Barker.* R. Jugge apparently ceased to print in 1577, 
and G. Barker received a very extensive patent in September of the same year (Herbert, 
p. 1076). The colophon to this edition includes the words Cum priuilegio ad imprimendum 
solum ; hence Anderson*s suggestion. But possibly Watkins printed this book under one of 
the special licences granted to him and certain other stationers (see note on No. 108).

The text of this undated edition closely follows the Bishops' Bible of 1572. For this 
reason, it is placed here, though possibly not published till later. 

It is folly described in ]^7's BibUographieal Description (pp. 17S-4). Owing to their 
dose resemblance in form to certain Tindude Testaments issued by R. Jugge, this and a 
ktndred edition have been erroneously entered in some catalogues as Tindale*s. J. B. Dore 
{Old Bibles, pp. 275-6) fixes the date of these two editions as late as 1577, on the assumption 
that Bw Jugge did not adopt the motto Cogita tnori in his device until that year, * having a 
premonition of his own death.' But that motto is found in the folio Bible of 1575 (No. 108) 
and in the quarto Bible of 1576, while it does not occur in the small quarto of 1577.

Translated from the Vulgate by Gregory Martin, under the supervision of 
William Allen (afterwards Cardinal Allen), and of Bichard Bristow. 

The translation adheres very closely to the Latin, though it shows traces of careful 
comparison with the Chreek. But its groundwork was practically snj^lied by the 
existing English versions, from which Martin did not hesitate to borrow freely. In 
particular there are many striking resemblances between Martin's renderings and 
those in Coverdale's diglot of 1588. Martin's own style is often disfigured by 
latinisms. 

This Bheims New Testament exerted a very considerable influence on the version 
of 1611, transmitting to it not only an extensive vocabulary, but also numerous dis- 
tinctive phrases and turns of expression. (See J. G. Carleton*s exhaustive analysis, 
The Part of Bhevnu in the making of the English Bible^ Oxford, 1902.) 

Allen was the first President, and Bristow was Moderator (or Prefect of studies) of the English 
Boman Gatbolic College, established in 166S in connection with the University of Douai, and 
removed temporarily to Bheims, 1578-98. Martin was one of the original scholars of St. 
John's CJo'llege, Oxford, and is described in Wood's Athena Oxonienses as follows : *He-.wa8 
a most excellent linguist, exactly read and vers'd in the Sacred Scriptores, and went beyond 
aU of his time in humane literature, whether in poetry or prose.' In 1570 he joined Uie 
College at Douai, and became Lecturer in Hebrew and Holy Scripture. He died at Bhedms, 
in October, 1582. 

The translation was essentially Martin's work. The keenly controversial matter which 
accompanies the text is ascribed to Bristow. The Censure and Approbation is signed by four 
ecclesiastics of Bheims : Petrua RemigiuSy Hubertus MoruSt loannes U Beegue, and QtUielmue 
Ballms, The Preface criticises certain renderings of the English Bibles, mentioning some 
editions by their dates.

The title given in fiill above, and the description below, sufficiently indicate the 
nature of this book. It was the first systematic and comprehensive attempt to refute 
the arguments and accusations contained in the Bheims New Testament of 1582. 
Many partial replies had been already published by T. Bilson, G. Wither, E. Bulkeley> 
and others, including W. Fulke himself. 

Fulke (1538-89) became Master of Pembroke College, Cambridge, in 1578. He states in 
his Dedication to Qaeen Elizabeth that he was indac^ to bring forth his work owing to the 
delay in the publication of the longer studied Commentaries of others. No doubt he refers 
chiefly to Thomas Cartwright, whose work, undertaken at the suggestion of Walsingham, did 
not appear till 1618. Fulke was also the author of A Defense of the sincere and true Trans- 
lations of the holie Scriptures into the English tong, tigainst the manifolde cauUs, frivolous 
^uarels, and impudent slaunders of Gregorie Martin, one of the readers of Popish diuinitie 
m the trayterous Seminarie of Bhemes . . . (1583), a copy of which is in uiis Library. 

This * counterblast ' to Martin, by printing the Bheims Testament in full, side by 
side with the Bishops' version, secured for the former a publicity which it would not 
otherwise have obtained, and was indirectly responsible for the marked influence 
which Bheims exerted on the Bible of 1611. It was reprinted in 1601, 1617 and 1688. 

Arber {Transcript, vol. ii, pp. 39, 40) prints a document (c. 1620), which shows that the printer 
G. Bishop, who defrayed Fulke's expenses during its production, owned the copyright till 
his death in 1610.

This version of the Old Testament was based on the same lines, and came firom the 
same hands, as the Bheims New Testament of 1582 (q.v.). The complete work is 
commonly known as the ' Donai-Bheims version,* or briefly the ' Donai Bible.* 

The PrefiEuse to the Bheims New Testament speaks of t?he holy Bible long since 
translated by vs into English, wnd the old Testament lying by vs for Uuske of good 
meanes to publish the whole in such sort as a worhe of so great charge wnd import- 
ance requireth. Twenty- seven years later the PrefiMC to this Old Testament expressly 
ascribes the long delay in its publication to one general cause, our poore estate 
in banishment. After referring to those that traslated it about thirtie years since 
(clearly Martin and his coadjutors), the editor explains only one thing we haue donne 
touching the text, whereof we are especially to gene notice . , . we ha>ue againe con- 
ferred this English translation, and conformed it to the most perfect Latin Edition, 
i.e. the authorised recension of the Vulgate published under the authority of Clement 
VIII in 1592. Cardinal AUen (1582-94) had assisted in this revision of the Latin text. 

The annotations (which are far less copious than in the New Testament, and also less 
vehement) and the tables, etc. are ascribed to Thomas Worthington, who became President 
of the CoUege at Douai in 1599. 

The Approbatio is signed by three Professors at Douai : QuUielmus Estius, BarthoUnncBus 
Petrus, and Qeorgvus Colvenerius ; and the Censura trium Theologorum Anglorum, extra 
collegium commorantium by loannes Wrightus, Matthcsus Kellisonus, and Ouilielmus 
Harisonus. The Preface criticises certain renderings of current English Bibles, mentioning 
the editions of 1652, 1577, 1579, and 1603.

The ediHo princ^M of King James' Bible, commonly known as the ' Authorised * 
version. 

The idea of this new translation was first mooted by John Bainolds or Reynolds 
(154^1607), President of Corpus Christi College, Oxford, the Puritan leader at the 
Hampton Court Conference, Jan. 1604. The King took up the proposal warmly, and 
its achievement was due to his royal interest and influence. The preliminary work 
was accomplished in about four years. [We need not construe literally the iwtee 
eeuen times seuentie two dayes and more — ^roughly two years and nine months— 
of the preface to the Bible.] The translators, who numbered about fifty, were divided 
into six companies, each company being responsible for a certain section of the Scrip- 
tures. Two companies met at Westminster, two at Cambridge, and two at Oxford ; 
and at these centres the directors of the work were Lancelot Andrewes (1555-1626), 
then Dean of Westminster, Edward Lively (1545 ?-1605), Regius Professor of Hebrew 
at Cambridge, and John Harding, Regius Professor of Hebrew at Oxford. The results 
of their several labours were subjected to mutual criticism, and then underwent nine 
months* final revision by a representative committee of six members, sitting in 
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London. The editors who passed the book through the press were Miles Smith, 
afterwards Bishop of Gloucester (d. 1624), and Thomas Bilson (1547-1616), Bishop 
of Winchester. The latter, perhaps, composed the headings to the chapters. To the 
former is ascribed the noble preface entitled The Translators to the Beader. 

The translators were directed to take the rendering of the Bishops* Bible as their 
basis, and were advised also to consult the following versions : Tindale's, Matthew's, 
Coyerdale*s, Whitchurch's (i.e. the Great Bible), and the Geneva. The last exerted 
very considerable influence on their work ; and next to it the Bheims KewTestameirt — 
though not mentioned— contributed appreciably to the changes introdnoed (see No. 184). 
(The Douai Old Testament appeared too late to be used.) But we must recognise that 
this Bible, like all the great English versions from 1587 down to 1886, was bnilt on 
the sure foundations laid for all time by Tindale and Coverdale. Besides the Hebrew 
and Greek originals, reference was made to Tremellius, Beza, and earlier Latin 
versions, and also to the vernacular translations of Spain, France, and Italy. 
According to Westcott (p. 279), the revision of the New Testament was a sinipler 
work than that of the Old, and may be generally described as a careful correction of 
the Bishops* version by the Greek text, with the aid of Beza*s, the Geneva, and the 
Bheims versions. 

No evidence exists that King James* version received any definite eoelesiastioal or 
legislative sanction. But it won its way by sheer merit, until gradually it displaced 
even the Geneva Bible in popular affection, and established itself as the sole recognised 
version of the Scriptures in English. Under the Commonwealth some steps were taken 
in 1658, and again in 1657, towards a fresh translation, but without result (cf. Westoott, 
History, p. 124). From about the middle of the seventeenth century on to the appear- 
ance of the Revised Bible of 1881-5, King James* version reigned without a rivaL 

From the scanty data which survive it appears that most of the translators gave 
their services gratuitously, although the final committee received an allowance while 
at work in London, and some were perhaps rewarded, as the King had originally 
suggested, by preferment. The completed work was published by Robert Barker, 
the King's printer. (See below.) 

Gardwell {Dccumentary Annals^ vol. ii, pp. 84-8 and 140-6) prints three important dooa- 
ments dealing with the genesis of this version. For other details see Anthonv Walker*s 
Life of John Bois (1561-1644), one of the translators, in Harl. MSS. 7053, cited by Arber 
{TVanscript, vol. iv, pp. 11-2), and Anderson (vol. ii, p. 881) ; and compare Peck's Desiderata 
Curioset, 1779, pp. 825-842. 

Walker states that during the final revision Bois and Doifmes, the Cambridge representa- 
tives, with their * four fellow labourers,* * went daily to Stationers* Hall, and in three quarters 
of a year fulfilled their task. All which time they received daily 30^* each of them by tiie 
week from the Company of Stationers, though before they had nothing.' 

A reference to the original: manuscript of this version occurs in the anonymous and 
undated tract (printed about June 1660), entitled The London Printers Lamentacon, or, the 
Press opprest, and ouerprest, which contains a vehement attack on the three Bepubhoan 
printers, Newoomb, Field, and Hills. The following passage is cited from Arber's Transcript, 
vol. iii, pp. 27-8 : * . . . But we cannot as yet pass ouer his SCaiesties good friends. Hills aind 
Feild (take them ooniunciim or divisim :) . . . Have they not invaded and still do intrude 
upon his Maiesties Boyall Priviledge, Pnerogatiue and PrsBeminenoe ; And by the pusillanimous 
Cowardize and insignificant Compact of Master Christopher Barker, and another of his name, 
and (not without probable suspicion,) by the consent and connivance of Master John Bill 
(thou^ he was artificially defeated in his expectations of profit ;1 Have they not obtained, 
(and now keep in their actuall possession) the Manuscript Copv of tne last Translation of the 
holy Bible in English (attested with the hands of the Venerable and learned Tran^tors in 
King James his time) ever since 6 March 1655. And thereupon by colour of an unlawfull 
and enforced entrance in the Stationers Registry, printed and published ever since for the 
most part in severall Editions of Bibles (consisting of great numbers) such egregious 
Blasphemies and damnable Errata's, as have corrupted the pure Fountain, and rendrod Gods 
holy Word contemptible to multitudes of the people at home, and a Ludibrium to all the 
Adversaries of our Religion.' (Cf, W. Kilbume's tract. Dangerous Errors . . ., 1669, ad fin.) 

This manuscript periiaps penshed in the Great Fire of 1666. Two more allusions to the 
same manuscript are quoted by H. B. Plomer in a psper entitled * The King's Printing House 
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Wlte llw (MwrtB * {Librmry.mw striM, yqL 9, 1901. pp. 85t-S75) :-(!) daringaqoaml about 
lU MfcrngM 'a MrtaiB WUUam Ball in a pamfhlei of 1651 declared Ibat the sole right of

These Genea- 
logies and Map were compiled by John Speed (1552 ?-16lW)« the historian, apparently al 
the soggestion, and with the assistance, of Hngb ^roogbton (1549-1612), the eminent 
Hebraist. Speed obtained a patent for ten years, dated 81 Oct. 1610, giving him the 
right to print and insert them in every edition of the new version of the Bible. Speed's 
prices were fixed : large folio, two shillings ; small folio, eighteen pence ; quarto, twel?e 
pence ; octavo, six pence. {Cf Fry, A Description . . ., p. 82, and pp. iO-1.) Thus, 
thoogh they really formed no part of the book, the Genealogies and Map are generally 
focmd in eopies of the early editions of King James* BiUc Several varieties of both 
are enumerated by Fry. 

The general title is a fine copper-plate engraving, inscribed C. Boel fecit in Rich- 
mont, and representing: above — the Sacred Name mn^, the Holy Dove, and the Agnus 
Dei, and a group of Apostles, with St Matthew seated on the extreme left, and St. Mark 
on the extreme right ; on the left side — Moses, and on the right side— Aaron ; below, 
hi the centre— the pelican in her piety, on the left — St. Luke, and on the right — St. John. 
The N. T. title-border is a wood-engraving, representing : above— the Sacred Name, 
the Agnus Dei and the Holy Dove, and SS. Matthew and Mara ; on the left side — the 
tents of the twelve tribes ; on the ri^t side — the twelve Apostles ; and below — the Lamb 
slain, and SS. Loke and John ; at the bottom is a tablet bearing the words Cum Privi- 
legio. (This border was used for the general title in a few copies of the folio Bishops* 
Bible of 1602, No. 206.) A few copies have a general title with this woodcut border. 

No illostrations (except a few oats in the Genealogies); but many head-pieces, 
vignettes etc. and ornamental initials, some of the latter (e.g. that before Bomans) 
resembling those used in folio editions of the Bishops* Bible.

It is recognised that from 1611 to 1614 there are two distmct series of editions in 
various sizes, which differ throughout in many minor points of typography, and are 
generally distinguished by the names * He ' Bibles and * She ' Bibles, from their respec- 
tive readings in Buth iii.

The suggested explanation of this dualism is that the printing was at first carried on hi 
two separate offices, in order to facilitate rapid production; and that t¥ro standard 
copies were used, one of which had received a certain amount of additional oorreotion 
from the press editors. 

Bibliographers generally agree that the folio * He ' Bible of 1611 is the first impression 
of this version. Scrivener argues keenly for the priority in printing (though not 
necessarily in publication) of the folio *She' Bible of 1618,11. But Smith shows 
that inferences drawn from apparent corrections or corruptions of the text are too pre- 
carious to be conclusive. He makes a minute comparison of the varieties in the sizes of 
the ornamental initials, and in the spaces between the chapters, throughout the first 
half of the volume, and proves by this method that the * He ' Bible was undoubtedly the 
earlier of the two. 

For the variations in copies of the * She ' Bible of 1618,11, see below. No. 246. 

The following large type folio editions of this Bible closely resemble one another : — 

1611 (No. 240) ; (2) 1618,11 (No. 246) ; (8) 1617 (No. 278) ; (4) 1684 (No. 876) ; 

1640,89 (No. 421). These agree so closely that the corresponding leaves practically 
always end with the same word, and are thus interchangeable. Hence many oopies ot 
these large editions are mixed.

Fbt's Reprints. — We must notice here the curious phenomenon, first investigated by 
Fry, which characterises this particular edition. About one third of the sheets exist in 
two different forms. ' Every copy ... is made up of its own individual combination from 
these two sets of sheets. It is hard to find two exactly identical throughout, though a 
Isige group are very nearly so.' (Smith, A Study . . ., p. 18.) On some obscure 
ground. Fry selected one of his own copies as a * standard,' and classed as * reprints ' all 
leaves found in other copies which varied from the corresponding leaves in his * standard.' 
But since hardly one of the many cc^ies which he describes agrees with his * standurd ' 
at all closely, this classification appears quite arbitrary.

Fry possessed more than twenty octavo copies of 1630, 31, or 32. Nearly all differ in 
parts from one another, but probably the majority are mixed copies. Each copy contains 
M8. notes of his collations. All the London octavo editions from 1612,13 to 1631 read 
together ; and the publishers seem to have freely mixed the sheets printed at various dates. 

H. B. Plomer (see above. No. 240) has unearthed a fact which accounts for the mixing of 
sheets in Bibles of this period. During one phase of B. Barker^s law-suits, B. Norton pre- 
sented a cross-petition (1622) in which he stated that his opponent * very unadvisedly used 
(for present money) to sell his books . . . before they were half printed, at half the prices he 
might otherwise have sold the same.' Barker, who was living in a state of chronic debt, 
seems to have sold from time to time sheets of incomplete Bibles in order to realise money. 
His customers had to complete their copies as best they could. Hence the mixing of sheets.

&oihority ; do you show them to such as you think meet ; I send to each of you one of Uiem.*

Ash after took a voyage to France for Popish Books, and pictures 

for the Bible, which the Papists so much extolled, so that now the Papists of late will have 

bibles in English, and the Pope cannot avoid it, but so that all their sorts must have pictures,

Wherein are so many notorious Erratas, 
false English, Nonsense, and Gorruptions, that in reading part of Genesis, I found 30 grand 
faults . . . The very Importation of the Books being an offence contrary to the said Statutes, 
and ought deservedly to be suppressed ; which notwithstanding are dispersed in the CJoun^ 
as aforesaid.*

Note on the Prices of Bibles in the early Seventeenth Century. 

A scarce tract entitled Scintilla^ printed in IfUl, which throws a flood of light on 
the prices of Bibles and the general bookselling trade in the early seventeenth 
eentnry, is here printed in extenao. Prof. Arber included it in his Transcript of the 
Begieters of the StationerB* Compcmy (vol. iv., 1877, pp. 85-88) ; but from its bearing 
on the history of the English Bible it claims a place in this Catalogue. Arber sums 
np the value of Scintilla as follows : ' This tract is a remarkable testimony to the 
never-ending competition in the book trade; to the power of the King's Printers, 
partly as patentees, and partly as capitalists only ; to the vast extent (proportionately 
to other books) of the production of Bibles, etc., and school books under the earlier 
Stuarts ; and, lastly, to their steady rise in price, despite the much larger editions 
than formerly, owing in some degree to the increasing wealth of the country, but still 
more through monopolies and ** rigging the market.'* ' It will be seen that ScinUlla 
also gives interesting details as to the importation of English Scriptures printed in 
Holland. 

The author was a London bookseller named Michael Sparke, a native of Eynsham, 
near Oxford, who died at Hampstead 29 Dec. 1658. He is remembered chiefly as 
the publisher of William Proline's works, including the famous HUtriomastix (1688), 
for the publication of which Sparke was fined £500, and condcnmed to stand in the 
pillory. More than once he infringed copyrights, and dared even to attack the Bible- 
monopoly of Barker. * The printing of Bibles and liturgies belonged by patent to 
Robert Barker, the King's printer and his assignees. In order to defeat this monopoly, 
Sparke imported large quantities of these books from Holland, and sold them at much 
cheaper rates than those printed in London. Barker obtained a warrant to search the 
ports and seize all the foreign printed Bibles he could find. Sparke retaliated by 
bringing an action for trespass against those who seized the books, and went on 
importing fresh supplies.' {Cf. D. N. B., art. B, Barker,) 

For theological reasons, Archbishop Laud actively hindered the introduction of 
Geneva Bibles printed abroad. See The History of the Troubles and Tryal of . , , 
William Laud . . . (1695), pp. 849, 850 ; and W. Prynne's Canterburies Doome . . . 
(1646), pp. 181, 518, 515-6, and 529; in some of these passages Sparke is mentioned 
by name. In August, 1645, Parliament prohibited the sale of imported Bibles, until 
these had been examined, and sanctioned as correct, by the Assembly of Divines. 

Besides Scintilla^ Sparke was responsible for another pamphlet, A Second Beacon, 
fired by Scintilla . . . (1652), which is quoted above in connection with the * Popish 
pictures' inserted in the Edinburgh Bibles of 1688 and other dates (see No. 867). 
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(For farther details, see * Michael Sparke, Puritan Bookseller/ by H. B. Plomer, in 
the Bibliographer, New York, Dec. 1902.)

It will be convenient to give here a list of all the editions of the English Bible, 
catalogued in this volume, between the dates 1599 and 1746, which are known, 
or conjectured, to have been printed in Holland, or elsewhere on the Continent. 
Many of these bear a false imprint, and some probably a false date. A few are well 
and correctly printed, but others abound in errors. Differences in typography and 
peculiarities of spelling afford the best criteria for distinguishing these Bibles from 
contemporary editions printed in England.

A tradition has always existed that CromwelPs troops were supplied with pocket-Bibles, 
and some have confidently asserted that a very small complete Bible, like the 34° 
printed by Field in 16*53, served this purpose. The discovery of the real Souldiers Pocket 
Bible was due to George Livermore of Massachusetts, who described his own copy in 1864. 
Another copy has come to light among the George Thomason collection in the British 
Museum ; this has Aug. ckf. (apparently the day of publication) written alongside the date on 
the titlepage. The pamphlet was duly licensed, and bears the imprimatur of Edmund Calamy, 
the eminent nonjuror.

hundred Pounds. At which Time, the English Bibles printed in this Kingdom being very 
bad, both in the Letter and Paper, occasioned divers of the Booksellers of this Gity to 
encourage the Printing thereof in Holland^ with curious Types, and fine Paper ; and imported 
vast Numbers of the same, to their no small Advantage. Mr. Quy^ soon coming aoqoainted 
with this profitable Commerce, became a large Dealer therein. But this Trade proving very 
detrimental to the King^s Printer, all Ways and Means were devised to quash the same ; 
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which being vigorously put in Ezeontion, the Booksellers, by frequent Seizures and Prosecu- 
tions, became so great Sufferers, that they judged a farther Pursuit thereof inconsistent with 
their Interest Wherefore our Founder contracted with the University of Oxford, for their 
Privilege to print Bibles ; and having furnished himself with Types from Holland, carried 
on a very great Trade in Bibles for divers Years, to his very great advantage.' Thomas Ouy, 
having grown rich by this trade in Bibles, greatly increased his fortune by successful 
speculation in South Sea stock ; and, before his death in 1724, he founded and endowed the 
fuDons Hospital known by his name.

It ifl commonly admitted that William Lloyd (1627-1717), created Bishop oi 
Worcester in 1700, midertook, apparently on the motion of Archbishop Tenison and at 
the request of Convocation in 1699, to prepare an improved edition of King James' 
version ; and that his Bible appeared in 1701. But there has been considerable con-- 
fusion as to which should be called ' Lloyd's edition.* 



Some authorities (e.g. Loftie, the B. M. Catalogue, and the D. N. B.) ascribe 
Oxford folio to Lloyd. Others (e.g. Lewis and Scrivener) assert that a London folio 
1701 is the special edition prepared by the Bishop. Now the Oxford Bible of 1701 d 
not materially di£Fer from Bibles printed at that University during the previous 
years. The dates given in its margin had appeared in Oxford Bibles as early as 1679 (see 
No. 585), its chronological Index had been appended to more than one Ozfdrd edition 
before 1701 (see Nos. 594, 605, 618, etc.), and the years throughout are reckoned from the 
Creation. Tne London folio of 1701, however, exhibits a striking change. In its dates the 
Nativity is taken as the central event in history, and — apparently for the first time in any 
English Bible — the years are reckoned as either ' Before Christ ' or ' Anno DominL' 

The Welsh folio Bible of 1690 is sometimes called ' Bishop Lloyd's Bible,' presumably 
because ' its chronology is Lloyd's ' (so D. N. B., art. William Lloyds and B. M. Catalogue). 
Now this Welsh edition merely reproduces the dates (reckoned ' Anno Mundi ') which had 
already appeared in certain Oxford-printed English Bibles since 1679 : for those dates the 
Bishop is thus made responsible. As Lloyd was a keen student of the subject, and compiled 
*A System of Chronology,' it is more than probable that he himself also prepared the 
revised Biblical chronology, giving dates B.C. and A.D., which first appeared in the London 
folio of 1701, and has since been reproduced in most editions of King James' version down 
to the present day. 

It should be noted that this chronology of the London folio of 1701, which has been 
inserted without any authority in English Bibles for the last two centuries, was based on 
the famous work Annalea Veteris et Novi Teatamenti (1660-4), compiled by the 
learned James Ussher (1581-1656), Archbishop of Armagh.

1.] of this Bible ; and also a copy [8086. f » 4.] of 
another London folio of 1701, by the same printers, which agrees generally with the 
other, but is printed in smaller type (1148 pp.). From both these London folios the Oxford 
folio of 1701 (No. 678), as has been shown, is quite distinct.

The patent to print Englieh Bibles may be traced down from Ohristopher Btrkar, who 
purchased a very extensive patent in 1677, and obtained an exclusive patent from the 
Queen in 1589. It remained nominally in the Barker family down to 1709. ' The patent 
was then held by Thomas Newcomb and Henry Hills, from whose executors John Baskett 
and some others purchased the remainder of their term. In 1718 Benjamin Tooke 
and John Barber were constituted Queen's printers, to commence after the expiration 
of the term purchased by Baskett, i.e. thirty years from 1709, or January 1789. 
Baskett bought from Tooke and Barber their reversionary interest, and obtained a 
renewal of sixty years, the latter thirty of which were subsequently conveyed by the 
representatives of the Baskett family to Charles Eyre and his heirs ' (D. N. B., art 
John Baskett). For the subsequent history of the patent see note at 1772 (No. 900).

An edition of the English New Testament (probably the Bheims version) was certainly 

printed at Dublin in 1699, or possibly in 1698, by Bryan Wilson and Comelitts Carter for 

James McUone and his Partners. It was apparently suppressed on account of its alleged 

naccuracy ; and no copy is now known. In an advertisement of books printed * by and 

for ' Pairick Neill^ of Belfast, in 1700, appears * New Testament.* 

It is asserted in two Histories of Belfast and in Hardy's * Tour * that ' The Holy Bible ' was 
printed by James BUno (or Blaeu) at Belfast in 1704. Dr. Robert Travers, Assistant 
Librarian of Marsh's Library, Dublin, recorded in writing that he had seen an octavo Bible 
printed several years before 1714 at Belfast by Blaeu. And in 1714 Blow advertised an 
edition of * The Holy Bible in several volumes ' as printed and sold by him. But no copy of 
an Irish edition of the English Bible before that printed by Bhames in 1714 is known to 
survive.

Vicar Apostolic of the London District. He * inaugxurated a new era in English Catholic 
literature, and many of his publications are to this day regarded by his co-religionists as 
standard works of doctrine or devotion.' 

The * Clementin Edition of the Scriptures/ referred to in the title, is the authorised re- 
cension of the Vulgate published under the authority of Clement VllI in 1592. Challoner's 
alterations tended to simplify and to modernise the version, and in the process made it 
approximate more closely to King James' Bible.

Note on the earliest English Bible printed in America. 

Under this date 1761, when we first meet with Mark Baskett's name, it is fitting 
to cite the following passages firom Isaiah Thomas* History of Printing in America 
(published at Worcester, Massachusetts, in 1810), which bear upon the printing of the 
first English Bible in America : 

' Kneeland and Green [of Boston] printed, principally for Daniel Henchman, an edition of 
the Bible in small 4to. This was the first Bible printed, in the English language, in America. 
It was carried through the press as privately as possible, and had the London imprint of the 
copy from which it was reprinted, viz. " London : Printed by Mark Baskett, Printer to the 
King's Most Excellent Majesty," in order to prevent a prosecution from those in England and 
Scofiand, who published the Bible by a patent from the crown ; or, Cum privilegio, as did 
the English universities of Oxford and Cambridge. When I was an apprentice, I often heard 
those who had assisted at the case and press in printing this Bible, make mention of the 
fact. The late governor Hancock was related to Henchman, and knew the particulars of 
the transaction. He possessed a copy of this impression. As it has a London imprint, at 
this day it can be distinguished from an English edition, of the same date, only by those 
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who are acqaainted with the niceties o! typography. This Bible issaed from the 
about <lie time that the partnership of Eneeland and Green expired [i.e. in 1752]. The 
edition was not large ; I have been informed that it did not exceed seyen or eig^l hundred 
copies. Not long after the time that this impression of the Bible came from the press, an 
edition of the New Testament, in duodecimo, was printed by Sogers and Fowle, for those, 
at whose expense the Bible issued. Both the Bible and the Testament were wdl exeealed. 
These were heavy undertakings for that day, but Henchman was a man of property; 
and, it is said, that several other principal booksellers, in Boston, were concerned with hun 
in this business. The credit of Uiis edition of the Testament was, for the reason I have 
mentioned, transferred to the king's printer, in London, by the insertion of his imprint.' 
(Vol. i, pp. 306-6.) 

* During the partnership of Rogers and Fowle, they printed an edition of about two thousand 
copies of the New Testament, 12mo. for D. Henchman and two or three other principal 
booksellers, as has been alreadv observed. This impression of the Testament, the firet in the 
English language printed in tnis country, was, as I have been informed, completed al the 
press, before Kneeland and Green began the edition of the Bible which has been mentioned. 
Zechariah Fowle, with whom I served my apprenticeship, as well as several others, repeatedly 
mentioned to me this edition of the Testament. He was, at the time, a joumeyman with 
Rogers and Fowle, and worked at the press. He informed me, that on aooouni of i&ut 
weakness of his constitution, he greatly injured his health by the performance. Fziynuaj in 
the business was necessary ; and as few hands were intrusted with ihe secret, the press work 
was, as he thought, very laborious. I mention these minute circumstances in proof that an 
edition of the Testament did issue from the office of Rogers and Fowle, because I have heard 
that the fact has been disputed.* (Pp. 824-5.) 

In spite of the explicit character of these statements, their accuracy has been 
questioned by more than one writer. They are based on second-hand information, 
they are not wholly consistent, and they are directly contradicted by other evidence. 
Bancroft in his History of the United States (11th ed., voL v, p. 266) refuses Uiem eredit 
till a copy of the actual book has been found. For similar reasons E. B. 0*CaUa^an 
declines to admit the editions mentioned by Thomas into his List of editions of the 
Holy Scriptures and parts thereof, printed in America previous to 1860 . . • (Albany, 
1861). Cf. J. Wright's Early Bibles of America (New York, 1892). It may be noted 
further that Mark Baskctt*8 name does not occur on the titlepage of any Bible or 
Testament before 1761 ; and, when it does occur, in the case of London editions it is 
joined with the * Assigns of Robert Baskett.* The truth seems to be that, in spite of 
more than one attempt made by Cotton Mather, and again by John Fleming, a printer 
of Boston, and possibly by others, to get an English Bible printed in their own ooontry, 
America before the War of Independence was supplied with English Scriptures solely 
from abroad. Great numbers must have been imported from Great Britain during 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. 

To this day, no English Bibles are printed in the Colonies ; and the only copies of 
King James* version which can be legadly sold there are those which have been printed 
in Great Britain. 

The ecLrliest English New Testament, avowedly printed in America, was issued 
by B. Aitken of Philadelphia, in 1777. The complete Bible was first published by 
the same printer in 1782,81. The B. M. copy (C. 51. b. 7) contains a note in Aitken*8 
writing which certifies it to be the * first copy of the first edition of the Bible erer 
printed in America in the English language.* Both editions were of King James* 
version.

In the Preface Beeves explains his design * to pnt to the press an edition of the Bible in 
separate yolumes, that woold make a manual, commodioos for perusal, like the editions of 
our best English books.* The text is a careful reprint of Blayney's Bible of 1769 (No. 885), 
with certain changes. It is here printed in paragraphs, and divided Into sections, thoos^ 
the chapter- and verse-numbers are retained, and * metre ' is distinguished from * prose.' 
The sectional headings and marginal summary take the place of the usual chapter-contents. 
With regard to the marginal matter in Blayney*s Bible, the references to parallel passages 
are here omitted, but the alternative renderings etc. are printed at the foot of the page. 
Explanatory notes are appended ; these are based on Wells' Paraphrase, and the oomznen- 
tarics of Patrick, Lowth, Whitby, and others. In alluding to this last feature Beeves says : 
* all our authorized Bibles, published by the King's printer, and the universities, are wholly 
without explanatory notes. These privileged persons have confined themselves to reprinting 
the bare text, in which they have an exclusive right ; forbearing to publish it wiUi notes, 
which, it is deemed, may be done by any of the King's subjects as well as themselves.' 
And he adds the significant comment : * I mean such notes, as are bond fide intended for 
annotation, not the pretence of notes, which I have seen in some editions of tiie BiUe and 
Common Ftayer, placed there merely as a cover to the piracy of printing upon the patentees. 
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as if fraud ooold make legal anything that was in itself illegal. In some of these editions 
tiie notes are placed purposely so as to be cnt off by the binder.' (See Nos. 919, 946, 955, 
967, and 988.) 

* For the sake of correctness, as well as dispatch,' Beeyes divided the work among several 
printers, whose names are given on p. xiii of his Preface : J. Crowder, H. Baldmn and Son, 
S. Gomel, Wilkt and Taylor, Cox, Son, and Baylis, and T. Bensley. The completed book 
was ' published for John Beeves Esq,, one of the patentees of the office of King's printer ; 
sold by Oeorge and WiUiam Niool, booksellers to His Majesty, Pall Mall.' (See note on No. 900.) 

B<^de8 Beeves' Dedication to the King and Preface, the preliminary matter includes the 
Translators' Preface, chronological Index, tables, etc. With Apocrypha. The Prayer Book 
version of the Psalms is printed side by side with King James' version.

NoTB on thb eablt Enoush editions pubushbd bt the Biblb Socibtt. 

The primary object of the British and Foreign Bible Society, founded 7 March 
1804, was to multiply and cheapen copies of the Scriptures in the United Kiwgiiff ni. 
As regards English Bibles, it was proposed at first to purchase a supply for immediate 
circulation. The Conmiittee, however, determined that editions should be printed 
expressly for the Society. Early in 1804 Andrew Wilson, who, aided by Earl Stan- 
hope, had improved Ged*8 method of stereotype-printing, began negotiationa with the 
Cambridge University Press for adapting his process to Bible-printing (see note on 
No. 906). On learning that the Cambridge Press had decided to employ Wilaon's 
process, the Committee in September 1804 ordered large editions of the Kew Testa- 
ment and the Bible to be printed from stereotype plates. The delay thus entailed 
was fully recompensed by the gain in cheapness and accuracy. In September 1805 
* an impression of an octavo English Testament was announced as ready for delivery.* 
As this was asserted to be ' the first specimen of the application of stereotype to any 
part of the Holy Scriptures ' (in English), it must have been printed from tiie eame 
plates as the Cambridge Long Primer Testament bearing the date July 1805 (aee 
No. 996). The Society's Second Beport (1806) announces a duodecimo Testament, in 
Brevier type, and states that a large edition of the Bible was nearly ready. Up to the 
end of March 1806, the Society had paid the Cambridge Press £219 O*. 5il. lor printing 
English Testaments. During the next twelvemonth this amount was trebled, and in 
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ihe following year the Society's payments for English and Welsh Soriptnres amounted 
to £5880. The Third Beport (1807), which contains the earliest list of < Editions of the 
Scriptures on sale to Subscribers at the Depository/ enumerates five Engljgh books : — 
(1) Brevier Testament 12'' . • . U. Od,, (2) Bourgeois Testament ^ . . , U. M., 
(8) Long Primer Testament 8® . . . 1«. 9d,, (4) Pica Testament 8^ . • • 2f . 6i2. (these 
prices are for copies ^strongly bound in sheep': copies in calf cost 6c2. extra), 
(6) Nonpareil Bible 12° in calf . . . 8«. Od, During 1807 an octavo Brevier Bible (price 
in calf 6«. Sd,) was added to the list. The Fifth Beport (1809) omits the Bourgeois 
Testament, but mentions a cloth edition (price lOd,) of the Brevier 12^ Testament, and 
a new Minion Bible Crown 8° in calf . . . 4«. 4€{. ; while it states that the sale prices 
* are fixed upon an average of 70L per cent, below the cost prices.' The Sixth Beport 
(1810) announces the first Bible with marginal references published by the Society 
(Brevier 8^ . . . 8«. 6<2.), and alludes to a Small Pica 8° Bible, which appeared during 
1810 and cost Sa. 6d, This Beport also gives specimens of the types used. Owing to 
a rise in the price of paper, and in the expense of printing, the loss on each copy sold 
now represented two-fifths of the cost price. The year's bill for printing and binding 
English and Welsh Scriptures now exceeded £10,000. 

By 1810 the Oxford University Press also was engaged in printing for the Society ; 
and the Eighth Beport (1812) announces that the Committee ' have now obtained 
the assistance of his Majesty's Printers, Messrs. Eyre and Strahan, for a large assort- 
ment of Bibles and Testaments.' Nevertheless the supply hardly met the demand. 
The Price List for 1812 includes some new editions : — a Pocket Bible Nonpareil 24° 
' with hollow back, rebacked ' (8«. 6d.), and a corresponding Testament {la, Od.), with 
another Pocket Bible Pearl type (8«. 6d,) ; the octavo Bibles in Small Pica and in 
Brevier (with references), printed on * medium paper^' now cost Sa, 6d, and Sa, Od. 
An appended note states that 'the Conunittee having adopted a more expensive 
method of Sewing and Binding, in order to render their Books more serviceable, this, 
together with the additional Duty on Leather, has augmented the Cost of their Bibles 
and Testaments.' During the next year it was found necessary to raise the sale 
prices of all the Society's editions, and from July 1818 they were * calculated at an 
average of 202. per cent, below the cost prices.* Thus the Brevier 12° Testament in 
sheep now sold at la, 4d,, and the Nonpareil 12° Bible in calf at Sa, Id. Three octavo 
Bibles— the Brevier demy paper, the Small Pica medium paper, and the Small Pica 
royal paper (a new edition, sold at 2la,) — were supplied between 1818 and 1816 < with 
references at the end ' (i.e. after each verse), and offered at la, Bd,, 11a, Id,, and 
2ia.ed, 

The foregoing are all the editions of the English Scriptures printed for, and 
published by, the Bible Society during the first eleven years of its existence. Down 
to 81 March 1816 ft issued 429,768 copies of the Bible, and 481,840 of the New Testa- 
ment, in English. These were sold at reduced prices to Subscribers * according to 
their privileges.' The rule states that ' each Annual Subscriber of One Guinea has 
the privilege of purchasing Bibles and Testaments, within the year, to the amount of 
Five Guineas ; and in like proportion for every Guinea subscribed. A further quantity 
may also be had (upon application to the Committee) at the Cost Prices.' The poor 
were supplied with copies on fiavourable terms by the local Associations ; and large 
grants of firee Bibles and Testaments were made by the Committee to meet special 
cases at home and abroad. All these editions bear on their titlepages the name of the 
Bible Society, and the words 'sold to Subscribers only, by L, B, Seeley, at the 
Society's Depository, No. 169, Fleet Street, London.* Seeley was appointed full 
agent in June 1808, and held this office till 1816, when the Depository was moved. 
The address thereafter became ' Earl Street, Blackfriars.' The bindings bear a small 
eireular stamp, giving the Society's name. 

Certain of these editions unfortunately are not represented in the Bible House 
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Library ; and many of the earlier issnes are nndated. For these reasons it has seemed 
advisable to snmmarize the above information as a Note at this point in the Cata- 
logue. All the editions published by the Bible Society during the first twenty yean 
of its existenoe (1804-1824), which are represented in the Library, appear in the 
following pages. The prices, which vary from year to year, are quoted in each ease 
from the list in the Society's contemporary Report.

He also compiled a Dictionary of the Bible, a Concordance, 
and a metrical version of the Psalms. 

This Bible was many times reprinted, and proved almost as popular »outh as north of the 
Tweed. Its vogae in Scotland is attested by some characteristic lines of Burns : — 

For now I'm grown sae cursed douse, 
I pray an* ponder butt the house, 
My shins, my lane, I there sit roastin', 
Pemsing Bunyan, Brown, an' Boston.

When he had mastered it 
ffw"gli to understand it, his anxiety became great to see the whole ; but he could find no 
eojpj. Strange to tell, in the interval of two years, passing the same store, and diancing to 
look in, he then saw the remainder actually crying off for a few pence, and he bought it. I 
used to tell him that the translation which he afterwards made should have had these facts 
set at the front of that work as a preface ; for that great work, the first of the kind in the 
English language, strangely enough, was ushered into the world without any preface.' 

The ori$^[Ukl MS. of his translation is preserved at Allegheny College ; three of his Dote- 
books containing suggestions and alterations are in the Library of the Pennsylvania Historical 
Society ; while his own copy of the Bible, with manuscript notes in the margins, is the 
property of the Library Company of Philadelphia. See 0'Callaghan*s Listy pp. 91-2, and 
Writ's Early Bibles of America, pp. 91-6.

It contains an ' Admonition * (first printed in the New Testament of 1788) ; a translation of the 
Letter (dated 1778) from Pope Pius VI. to Antonio Martini, author of an It^ian version of 
the Bible (this appeared first in Troy^s Bible of 1791, and was reprinted in many later 
editions) ; and the Approbations, as given in Challoncr*s Testament of 1749. But in reality the 
text throughout a considerable portion of this book differs entirely from any of the ordinary 
li.C. editions. In some passages words are added in brackets, e.g. Matt. xvi. 7 : . . . {This 
he says] because we have taken no bread . . . ; and the words repentattcej passover^ ctfp, and 
elders are generally substituted for penance, pasch, cJialice, and ancients. For some reason 
these peculiarities occur only in the first part of the New Testament ; from Romans iii to the 
end the book is a mere reprint of Challoner's edition of 1752. But in the Gospels and Acts 
Cotton noted no fewer than 895 variations from the text of 1752 ; many of the notes are 
changed, or even omitted, while in some places fresh notes are added. Cotton afterwards 
discovered a Rheims New Testament dated 1798, which also contained these peculiar ren- 
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derings etc., with similar changes carried through from Romans to Bevelation.

On 
Haydock's removal to Dublin, the B. G. priests of Manchester, supposing that he had aban- 
doned his project, persuaded Syers to undertake it. Syers secui^ the patronage of Dr. 
Gibson, Vicar Apostolic of the District, and in 1811 began printing. Haydook meantime 
returned to Manchester, and in July 1811 began to issue his Bible, edited by the printer's 
brother, George Leo Haydock, a B. C. priest of Ugthorpe, near Whitby. The book was 
printed at Manchester and at Dublin, and completed in 1814. Dr. Gibson withdrew his 
patronage from Syers' publication, when Haydock returned to Manchester; and, whether 
from this fact, or Uie competition of Haydock's Bible, Syers' unlucky work appears to have 
had but a limited circulation, and copies are scarce.

J. A. M^Namara, a Cork bookseller, supported by influential patronage, began in 1813 to 
issue the B. C. Bible in parts, at Is, Sd. each, to subscribers only, Uie Bev. P. Walsh of Dublin 
having been appointed to revise the work. In 1814 M'Namara, who had removed to 
Dublin, became bankrupt, and B. Coyne was persuaded to complete tiie publication. The 
finished Bible appeared in 1816, with the approval of Archbishop Troy, as stated on the title. 

In the O. T. &e text and notes generally follow Challoner's edition ; the text of Uie N. T 
appears to be copied from a folio edition printed at Liverpool in 1788, with the original notes 
Text, 927, 424 pp. With the preface of 1582, tables, etc. 

The re-issue of the controversial notes of the original Bheims New Testament aroused 
much indignation, and Dr. Troy eventually withdrew his approbation. 

In 1818 M'Namara, who had returned to Cork, published another edition of this Bible in 
that city, reprinting many sheets, and adding fresh matter, including an acrimonious work 
entitled The Errata to ths Protestant Bible . . ., by Thomas Ward, first published in 1688.

Oxford in the fourteenth century had no more distinguished schoohnan and 
reformer than John Wycliffe. After founding an order of ' poor priests/ who were 
' faithfully to scatter the seed of God*s word,* he and his associates conceived and 
carried out the great task of translating the whole Bible into the vulgar tongue. 
Portions of Scripture, and notably the Psalter, at that time existed in English, and the 
complete Bible had been rendered into the already discarded court dialect of French. 
Wycliffe, however, originated the first complete English Bible. He himself appears to 
have translated the Gospels and probably the whole Kew Testament. To his disciple, 
Nicholas of Hereford (fl. 1890), is ascribed most of the Old Testament and of the 
Apocrypha. By 1882 the work was certainly advanced, if not fiimshed. The whole 
translation was revised, and a long general prologue prefixed, by John Purvey 
(1858 ?-1428 ?), Wycliffe's intimate associate at Lutterworth, where Wycliffe died 
81 Dec. 1884. The result was a smoother version completed about 1888— certainly 
before 1400. Purvey*s recension is given by five-sixths of the 170 extant MSS. of 
Wycliffite Scriptures enumerated by ForshaU and Madden, nearly all of which were 
produced between 1400 and 1450. Naturally both versions were made from the 
current Vulgate. Wycliffe has been called the ' father of English prose.* His homely 
colloquial style, and Hereford's somewhat awkward literalism, were both softened by 
Purvey' 8 revision. 

The testimony of contemporary witnesses, such as Huss, Knighton, and Archbishop 
Arundel, and all available evidence support the traditional view that Wyoliffe initiated, if he 
did not complete, this earliest English version. The contrary theory of Dom Gasqnet {Dublin 
Review, July, 1894, and The Old English Bible .... 1898), has been sufficiently refuted by 
F. D. Matthew in the English Historical Review, January, 1895. See also F. O. Kenyon's 
Our Bible and the Ancient Manuscripts, 1896, pp. 204-8 ; W. W. Oapes' The Engliah Church 
in the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, 1901, pp. 126-181 ; and T. O. Law's introduction to 
The New Testament in Scots . . . mentioned below. 

Both Wycliffite versions, the earlier and the later, are here given side by side. Of the 
earlier version, the Song of Solomon had been published by Adam Clarke in his BiUe 
Commentary (1810-25), and the New Testament by Lea Wilson in 1848. The New Testament 
of the later version had been printed by Lewis in 1731, by Baber in 1810, and by Bagster in 
the English Hexapla in 1841. (See Nos. 777, 1014, and 1164.) The New Testament of the 
later version was reprinted in 1879 from Forshall and Madden's edition, and the section 
Job-Song of Solomon in 1881. Both were edited by W. W. Skeat, and published by the 
Clarendon Press, Oxford. 

J. Forshall (1795-1863) was Keeper of Manuscripts in, and then Secretary to, the British 
Museum, and subsequently became Chaplain of the Foundling Hospital. He also published 
editions of the Gospels of St. John (1859), St. Luke (1860), and St. Mark (1862, see No. 1218). 

Sir F. Madden (1801-1873), Keeper of Manuscripts at the British Museum from 1887, 
edited many early English texts.

It is not generally known that in the middle of the nineteenth century the 
Ameriean Bible Society carried ont a careful revision of the current text of the 
'Authorised* version. A detailed account of this recension is given in a tract 
entitled Report on the Hutory and Becent GoUation of the Bnglith Veraion of ^le 
Bible : presented by tJie Committee of Vernon$ to the Board of Managers of the 
American Bible Society, a/nd adopted^ May 1, 1861. It will be convenient to insert 
here a short note explaining the scheme of the revision and the alterations which it 
involved, as described in the above-mentioned tract (printed at New York in 1851 
and again in 1857, 82 pp.), and the contemporary Beports of the A. B. S. 

The idea was first brought forward in October 1847, and in the following year a 
committee of seven was appointed, who engaged James W. M*Lane, a Presbyterian 
minister of Williamsburgh, New York, to work as their collator. He was directed to 
compare a standard A. B. S. edition with recent Bibles printed at London, Oxford, 
Cambridge, and Edinburgh, and also with the original issue of 1611. The results of 
his collation disclosed some 24,000 variations. Where the four modem British Bibles 
agreed, the American edition was to be conformed to them, or in the matter of punc- 
tuation to any three combined. The ' great and leading object ' was everywhere 
* uniformity.* Beyond this, the Committee laid down certain rules, which resulted 
in the introduction of many innovations, which may be summarised as foUows : — 

1. In a few instances the text was altered to agree with the Hebrew or Greek. Thus in 
Bath iii. 15 she wetU is altered to he went (thus restoring the original rendering : see No. 
340) ; so, she please for he please in Song of Solomon ii. 7, iii. 5, and viii. 4. Again in 
Josn. xix. 2 or Sheba for and Sheba, in Isa. i. 16 wash ye for wash you, and in Matt. xii. 41 
in the judgment for in judgment.

The impelling 
of proper names has been made uniform in the O. T., except where they differ in the original 
Hebrew. In the N. T. unfamiliar forms are altered ; thus Korah is substitated lor Cow, 
Sinai for Sina, etc. (Jesus for Joshua is explained in the margin at Acts vii. 46, and Heb. 
iv. 8, and is therefore retained in the text). In the use of hyphens the modem Rngli^ 
Bibles were followed, where they agreed. When the term Scripture or Scriptures * refers 
to the whole volume of inspired truth,' it begins with a capital letter. In G&a. vi. 8 spirit 
is altered to Spirit^ in Bev. iv. 5 Spirits to spirits^ and so on. Special pains were taken to 
secure the right use of italics. Examples may be given : Ps. Ixxxix. 84 * the thing thai is 
gone out of my lips,' Luke L 35 ' which shall be bom of thee,* In Judg. ix. 58 the last clause 
is printed * and all-to brake his skull,' with a marginal note * That is, eUtogetherJ 

In punctuation ' the uniform usage of any three ' of the modem British copies was followed ; 
in oases where the rule was not applicable, the Committee ' endeavoured to decide each accord- 
ing to its own merits.' In five passages the changes made affected the sense : Bool iv. 1, 
1 Ck>r. xvi. 22 (* let him be Anathema. Maran atha '), 2 Ck>r. x. 8-11, Heb. xiii 7, and Bev. 
xiii. 8. Finally, many parentheses, which had been inserted in modem editioDs were 
omitted, e.g. in Boul v. 18-17 ; and the brackets and italics in the latter clause of 1 John 
IL 28 were also dropped.

The Beport of the Committee closes with a recommendation that 'the Octavo 
Seferenoe Bible, now in the coarse of preparation ... be adopted as the Standard 
Oopy of tiiis Society ; to which all fntnre editions published by the Society shall be 
oonformed.' Several snoh editions were isened by the A. B. S. during the next few 
yeuB. But in 1857 strong oppoeition to the new text among the Society's supporters 
induced ito Conmiittoe to review the whole question ; and in the following year they 
deeided to cease printing their recension, on the ground of alleged want of oonstitu- 
tional authority, and popular dissatisfaction with a number of the changes made. 
(See a long statement in the A. B. S. Beport for 1868, pp. 81-41.) Some fruit, how- 
ever, of the collator's careful woric remains in the later editions published by the 
A. B. S., which are generally commended for their accuracy. 

Scrivener considers that ' the plan of operation was not sufficiently thorough to 
produce any considerable results.' * No attempt seems to have been made to bridge 
over the wide gulf between the first issues of the Authorized version and those of 
modem times,* by the use of any of the important intermediate editions examined by 
Scrivener for his Cambridge Paragraph Bible of 1878.

The * Revised Version ' is distinguished from all its predecessors by the fact that it 
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originated in the Conyocation of Canterbury. In May 1870, the report of a Com- 
mittee, appointed three months earlier, was adopted, to the effect * that Convocation 
should nominate a body of its own members to imdortake the work of revision, who shall 
be at liberty to invite the co-operation of any eminent for scholarship, to whatever nation 
or religious body they may belong.' Shortly afterwards two Companies were appointed 
for the revision of the Old Testament and New Testament respectively, with Dr. Harold 
Browne, Bishop of Ely, and Dr. Ellicott, Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol, as their chair- 
men. In the Old Testament revision thirty-seven scholars took part, of whom twenty- 
seven remained at its completion. In the New Testament revision twenty-eight scholars 
took part, of whom twenty-four remained at its completion. The rules laid down for 
the Revisers* guidance directed that alterations in King James' version should be as 
few as possible, consistently with faithfulness to the original, and that they should bo 
made in the language of that and earlier English versions ; also that no changes in 
the text should be retained in the final revision, unless approved by two- thirds of the 
Revisers then present. 

In the year 1871-2, at the invitation of the English Revisers, a Committee of 
American scholars was formed to co-operate in the work. The American Old Testa- 
ment Revisers numbered fifteen, and the New Testament Revisers numbered 
seventeen, of whom two and four respectively died before the completion of their 
undertaking. For full details see HUtorical Accov/nt of the work of the American 
Committee of Bevision . . ., and Documentary History of the American Committee 
on Bevision (privately printed), New York, 1885. 

The revision of the New Testament occupied about ten and a half years, and the 
result was published on 17 May 1881. Four years later the Old Testament was 
ready, and the Revised Bible was published on 19 May 1885. A preface to each 
Testament described the principles on which the Revision had been carried out. In 
an appendix to each Testament, the American Companies of Revisers placed on record 
certain renderings which they preferred to those adopted by their English associates. 

A revision of the Apocrypha was afterwards undertaken by four committees 
appointed by the English Revisers from their own number, and the new version 
appeared in 1895 (see No. 1802). 

In 1898 a new edition of the Revised Bible, including the Apocrypha, was pub- 
lished with a carefully amended set of marginal references (see No. 1815). 

In 1900-1, some survivors of the American Revision Conmiittec issued a recension 
of the Revised Bible (see No. 1381).

The English University Presses, in acquiring the copyright of the revised version, 
had stipulated that for fourteen years every copy issued should contain in an Appendix 
the renderings preferred by the American Revisers, who undertook on their part to 
sanction no other version during the same period. It became obvious, however, that 
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this would not be accepted as a permanent arrangement in the United States ; and 
accordingly in 1898 the University Presses issued an edition of the revised Bible, in 
which the American preferences were incorporated in the text and margins, while 
the corresponding English renderings were relegated to the Appendixes (see No. 1817). 
Notwithstanding this, certain survivors of the American Committee combined inde- 
pendently to prepare what they finally published as an American recension of the 
revised version.

The list of preferred renderings, drawn up in 1885 by the American revisers, omitted 
many which a two-thirds majority of their number had recommended as important. Nearly 
the whole of these were now transferred into the text ; and still further steps were taken 
towards securing uniformity of rendering and modernisation of diction. At ^le same time, 
certain minor changes, which the revisers who remained in 1900 deemed expedient, were 
also introduced. 

The principal alterations may be briefly summarised as follows : —

proposals formerly made in the Appendixes, e.g. be ashatned is not uniformly changed to 
be put to shame, but is often retained, and sometimes altered to be confounded^ (iii) In 
order to be consistent, they *go beyond the literal requirements of the Appendix ' : thus 
judgment is very often changed Xojusticet or ordinance, as the context requires ; spoil is 
altered to despoil, plunder, etc.; vanity to falsehood, and so on.

OMITTED EDITIONS, ETC. 

1625. Note on the distribution of Tindale's Testaments. 

Copies were smuggled into England from the Continent chiefly by Antwerp 
merchants, and sold secretly by the private enterprise of such men as Bobert Barnes 
and Simon Fish of Gray's Inn« These dealers in a contraband book were known 
as 'New Testamenters.' Certain passages in works like Strype's Ecclesiastical 
MemoridU enable us to obtain some idea of the methods of this traffic, and the prices 
at which the volumes were sold. In March 1528 John Pykas, a baker of Colchester, 
confessed before Tunstall that ' about a Two yeres last past, he bowght in Colohestre, 
of a Lumbard of London, a New Testament in English, and payd for it Foure 
ShiUinges.' Barnes, while in the custody of the Austin Friars in London, received 
a visit from two men, to whom he sold a Testament for < iijs. ijd,' ' and desyred 
them, that they wold kepo yt dose.' Bobert Necton deponed that he < sold fyve of 
the said New Testaments to Sir William Furboshore Synging man, in Stowmarket in 
Suffolk, fbr vii or viii Grotes a pece.' He also < sold Sur Richard BayfeU two New 
Testaments unbound, about Cristmas last ; for the which he payd iijs. iiijd.' ' About 
Cristmas last, there came a Duche man, beyng now in the Flete, which wold have 
sold this Bespondent ij or iij Hmidreth of the said N. Testaments in English.' They 
were to have been bought at < ixd. a pece.' Some of these were < New Testaments of 
the biggest'; others were copies *of the sma) Volume.' These prices should be 
multiplied by fourteen or fifteen to obtain approximately their equivalent value in the 
money of to-day.
